such as travel. Almost every major U.S. air 
carrier is a member of the ATA, although it 
was the efforts of two members, United Air¬ 
lines and Federal Express, that pushed for 
the lawsuit because of leases they have at 
SFO.

“We are very, very pleased with the deci¬ 
sion,” said deputy City Attorney Dennis Af¬ 
tergut, who served as lead counsel on the 
case. “This is one small step for San Fran¬ 
cisco and one giant leap for human rights. 
The equal benefits ordinance is valid in al¬ 
most every circumstance.” 

Aftergut, however, acknowledged that it 
wasn’t a total victory for the city.

ing place in Paris, a global treaty is being 
hammered out that could, as soon as this 
summer, undermine San Francisco’s sover¬ 
eignty in legislating on issues ranging from 
health and workplace-safety regulations to 
domestic partners ordinances. 

But last week at City Hall, the threat was 
exposed and the beginnings of local action 
against it were taken, all through the efforts 
of a vigilant gay San Franciscan who keeps 
a finger on the pulse of international wheel¬ 
ings and dealings.

Holmes warned committee chair Sue

T ake a population that has long been sta¬ 
tistically at risk for HIV transmission, 
add problems of isolation and cultural 
barriers, and subtract already scarce AIDS 
prevention funds, and you have a situation 
crying out for action. Such is the case for Lati¬ 
no organizations in San Francisco, several of 
which sponsored a community forum on 
Tuesday, March 24 at the Brava Theatre, in re¬ 
sponse to an announcement from the San 
Francisco AIDS Office that unexpected cuts 
from the Center for Disease Control and Pre¬ 


vention (CDC) could result in further budget 
cuts for the city’s HIV prevention contractors. 

City officials and members of the HIV 
Prevention Planning Council (HPPC) at¬ 
tended the forum, sponsored by AGUILAS, 
Inc., and its El Ambiente program; El Insti¬ 
tute Familiar de la Raza; The National Task 
Force on AIDS Prevention (NTFAP); and the 
Mission Neighborhood Health Center. Many 
concerned members of the Latino, gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender communities 
also attended the meeting to address grow¬ 
ing concerns over the continued reduction of 
funding that has adversely affected various

I n what’s been hailed as a historic deci¬ 
sion, a federal judge has upheld San 
Francisco’s landmark equal benefits law. 
U.S. District Judge Claudia Wilken issued 
the long-awaited 95-page opinion Friday, 
April 10 and ruled 
that in most cir¬ 
cumstances the 
city can require 
contractors to 
offer domestic 
partner benefits to 
employees. 

City officials 
were quick to hail 
the decision a vic¬ 
tory, but so was 
the Air Transport 
Association 
(ATA), which filed 
the lawsuit last 
May. In the opin¬ 
ion, Wilken did 
rule that the air¬ 
lines that have city 
contracts do not 


with the city to offer benefits to domestic 
partners of employees if they offer the ben¬ 
efits to employee spouses. Currently, more 
than 1,600 companies are in compliance 
with the law and offer benefits to domestic 
partners, according to Cynthia Goldstein 
with the Human Rights Commission, 
which administers the ordinance.

A ny illusion San Franciscans may har¬ 
bor about their little city being com¬ 
fortably isolated from a hostile outer 
world may soon come crashing down. Half 
a world away, in hushed negotiations tak¬

At least three other lesbians have 
contacted the action group to say 
they were raped in a similar man¬ 
ner, but they are afraid to call po¬ 
lice, according to sources. 

Zero tolerance 

The Sebastopol attack took 
place as the complainant was leav¬ 
ing a meeting of lesbians and gay 
men at the Sebastopol Senior 
Center on February 23. The vic¬ 
tim, according to police, managed 
to defend herself against the as¬ 
sailant, who shouted anti-lesbian 
remarks at her while two other 
young men stood by. 

The woman described her at¬ 
tacker as a white male, about 20 
years old, 6*2”, and husky. 

Following the attack Se¬ 
bastopol Police Chief Dwight 
Crandall issued a statement say¬ 
ing his department has “zero tol¬ 
erance for this type of crime.” His 
department has continued to pur¬ 
sue an aggressive investigation of 
the incident. 

A month later, another lesbian 
reported a similar attack near 
A’Roma Roasters and Coffee 
House in the Railroad Square area 
of Santa Rosa. But this time the 
woman was not able to protect 
herself. 

She said she was leaving a les¬ 
bian and gay meeting when the 
man grabbed her from behind 
and raped her. 

“He comes from behind. He’s 
super big — all buffed up. He 
talks a lot, keeps saying things like, 
‘I’m going to get all you fucking 
dykes,” she said. 

What appears to link all these 
incidents, including the three al¬ 
leged rapes not reported to police, 
is the assailant’s behavior. Accord¬ 
ing to the victims, the man kept 
talking throughout his attacks, 
saying that he’s out to get lesbians, 
and threatening to kill the women 
and members of their families. 

He also claimed to know when 
and where gay and lesbian meet¬ 
ings are held, which is how he ap¬ 
parently chose his victims. 

So far the action group’s hot¬ 


line has received over 60 calls, 
providing Sebastopol police with 
dozens of leads. However, accord¬ 
ing to Bob Smith, the Sebastopol 
PD officer in charge of the inves¬ 
tigation, the victim has not been 
able to identify any of the men in 
photo line-ups. 

But, according to Detective 
Stacey Camara of the Santa Rosa 
Police Department, who is inves¬ 
tigating the Santa Rosa rape, the 
action group’s efforts have had at 
least one positive result. There 
have been no new reported as¬ 
saults on lesbians since the Santa 
Rosa incident. 

She said her department is 
waiting for a positive ID on a sus¬ 
pect in the Sebastopol case before 
presenting a photo line-up to the 
victim of the Santa Rosa attack. 
Camara also agreed that it is very 
possible one man has committed 
all the assaults 

Meanwhile, the action com¬ 
mittee is stepping up its attempts 
to flush out a suspect. The group 
is planning to offer a reward for 
information leading to the man’s 
apprehension, and is posting its 
own information updates on a 
website located at http://gaysono- 
ma.com. 

Beyond its primary goal of 
finding the man or men responsi¬ 
ble for the assaults, the group is 
considering forming an ongoing 
“community action committee” 
to respond to hate crimes, under 
the auspices of the Sonoma 
County Commission on Human 
Rights. 

“I think this is a perfect oppor¬ 
tunity to do that. This energy 
needs to be harnessed for future 
problems,” said commission coor¬ 
dinator Irene Irizary, who spoke 
at the group’s April 9 meeting. ▼

scheduled another meeting for 
7 p.m., Thursday, April 23, at 
A’Roma Roasters, which is 
located at 95 Fifth Street, to 
which all members of the 
public are invited.

series of assaults against 
lesbians, which many be¬ 
ll 1 lieved were committed by a 
single individual, has stirred 
Sonoma County lesbians and 
their allies to action. 

Several dozen people have 
formed an action group to Find 
the man, or men, responsible for 
four alleged rapes in Santa Rosa, 
Cotati, and Rohnert Park, and one 
attempted sexual assault in Se¬ 
bastopol. 

The group has plastered the 
county with a police sketch of the 
man, sketched from descriptions 
provided by the Sebastopol victim, 
and set up a hodine that people can 
call with information that could 
lead to the man’s apprehension. 

The group is also planning a 
“take back the night” style march 
to be held later in the spring, and 
a benefit concert to fund free self- 
defense classes for women and 
girls. 

The group’s efforts stem from 
a series of at least five assaults 
against lesbians that reportedly 
occurred in February and March. 

Only two of the attacks, the 
ones in Santa Rosa and Se¬ 
bastopol, were reported to police.

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Owner move-in 
ordinance gets second 
chance on appeal

n a move that surprised and 
pleased many City Hall ob¬ 
servers, the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors on Monday voted 7-0 in 
favor of urging City Attorney 
Louise Renne to appeal a superi¬ 
or court judge’s April 3 ruling in¬ 
validating the city’s ordinance re¬ 
stricting owner move-in evic¬ 
tions (OMIs). Renne heeded the 
Board’s wish and promptly filed 
an appeal seeking to overturn the 
lower-court’s decision. 

Renne’s action drew praise 
from Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
who declared that “the city attor¬ 
ney was absolutely right to go 


forward with the appeal. Aside 
from moral obligations, my sense 
of what she was saying is the 
judge didn’t have a lot of sense in 
ruling.” 

In his ruling, Williamson held 
that “regardless of the good in¬ 
tentions espoused by the board, 
their actions [in passing the OMI 
ordinance] constitute a taking 
away of a fundamental noneco¬ 
nomic property right without 
due process protections.” 

In response, tenant activists 
cried foul, noting the Williamson 
cited no authority or prior cases 
to support his finding. Ammiano 
himself termed it “a weak ruling.” 

The OMI ordinance was orig¬ 
inally sponsored by Supervisor

Mabel Teng as a way to protect 
elderly tenants from eviction. It 
was later amended at Ammiano’s 
urging to include people with 
terminal illnesses. Yet even 
though the ordinance applied to 
a small portion of the city’s ten¬ 
ant population, it was fiercely 
contested by landlord groups. 
They argued the measure uncon¬ 
stitutionally took away their right 
to move into their own buildings, 
even if that meant evicting long¬ 
term tenants who would be se¬ 
verely harmed by having to move 
out. 

Following Superior Court 
Judge Raymond Williamson’s 
ruling in favor of the landlords, 
Teng showed some reluctance to 
seek an appeal. But in the wake of 
spirited public outcry against the 
ruling by elderly tenants, people 
with AIDS, and others, Teng and 
her fellow supervisors pulled to¬ 
gether to unanimously adopt 
Ammiano’s resolution urging 
Renne to appeal Williamson’s de¬ 
cision. 

Whatever the outcome of the 
appeal, stressed Ammiano, “the 
real job we have now is to come 
up with a permanent solution so 
due process is served. The hous¬ 
ing crisis is so intense that every¬ 
body deserves protection.” ▼

TG bill passes first 
hurdle in Sacramento

|P:i ven after a heavy day of lob¬ 
bying members at the Capi- 
toland others in their dis¬ 
trict offices, the word around 
Sacramento on Monday, April 13 
was that AB 1999, at the very best, 
would not pass out of the Public 
Safety Committee on first try. In¬ 
stead, insiders speculated the bill, 
authored by State Assembly 
Speaker Pro Tern, Sheila Kuehl, D- 
Santa Monica, would go “on call” 
while proponents would try to 
garner enough votes for it to pass. 
Particularly worrisome were po¬ 
tential “no” votes from Carl Wash¬ 
ington, D-Paramount, a minister 
with an anti-gay philosophy, and 
Don Perata, D-Alameda. 

AB 1999 clarifies existing hate 
crimes law and strengthens the 
law under which hate crimes 
against transgender persons can 
be prosecuted. Current California 
hate crimes law provides penalty 
enhancements for violent crimes 
which are hate based and moti¬ 
vated by a victim’s actual or per¬ 


ceived race, color, religion, ances¬ 
try, national origin, disability, 
gender or sexual orientation. The 
bill clarifies that a violent crime 
committed against a transgender 
person because of their gender is a 
hate crime based on current law. 
It also standardizes California’s 
hate crime statutes by adding 
“gender” to the sections where it 
is missing. Law enforcement and 
DA offices except for San Francis¬ 
co and Los Angeles have been re¬ 
luctant to prosecute gender cases 
because the law was not specific; 
AB 1999 clarifies the law. 

The relief and surprise were 
palpable as the bill passed the 
Public Safety Committee by a 7-0 
vote Tuesday afternoon with one 
abstention. “We came out of the 
hearing in shock,” one observer 
said, “we might actually get a sig¬ 
nature on this.” All of the Democ¬ 
rats — Robert Hertzberg, Sher¬ 
man Oaks, Kevin Murray, Los An¬ 
geles, Grace Napolitano, Norwalk, 
Perata and Washington — voted 
for the bill. Republicans Larry 
Bowler, Elk Grove, and Jim 
Cuneen, Cupertino, voted aye 
while George House of Hughson 
abstained. 


“I was dumbfounded,” said 
Vicky Kolakowski, an East Bay at¬ 
torney and supporter of the bill, 
“but the Republicans are dealing 
with it as a technical bill which 
clarifies the law and creates no 
substantial change in current law. 
I think that [Attorney General 
Dan] Lungren’s letter of support 
gave them some cover too.” 

Committee members heard 
testimony from Stephen Thorne, 
an FTM transsexual who is a 
sergeant with the San Francisco 
Police Department. Thorne con¬ 
ducts training on transgender 
community issues for the San 
Francisco Police Academy. They 
also heard from Jim Provenza of 
the Los Angeles District Attorney’s 
office. Other testimony included 
information on violence against 
transgender persons, ranging 
from assault to rape and murder, 
and inaction by law enforcement 
authorities in such cases. 

AB1999 will now be sent to the 
Assembly Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee and must be heard by May 
22. If it passes that committee the 
bill will go to the Assembly floor 
for a vote, before it goes on to 
Senate hearings. ▼ 


National Gender Lobby 
Days begin this Monday

he third National Gender 
Lobby Day — actually two 
days — will take place this 
Monday and Tuesday, April 20 
and 21, in Washington, DC. 

The theme of the Lobby Day 
will be “Community Values: Tol¬ 
erance, Inclusion, Diversity.” The 
event is intended for everyone in¬ 
terested in “gender, affectional, 
and racial equality.” Participants 
are encouraged to lobby their sen¬ 
ators and congressional represen¬ 
tatives on issues of concern to sex¬ 
ual and gender minorities, includ¬ 
ing employment discrimination, 
hate crimes, HIV funding, and 
same-sex marriage. No previous 
lobbying experience is necessary. 

On the afternoon of Sunday, 
April 19, there will be an intensive 
workshop on national policy is¬ 
sues and skills training sessions 
such as “How to Lobby 101,” fol¬ 
lowed by a general Lobby Day 
meeting to discuss talking points 
and to coordinate visits to legisla¬ 
tors. Actual lobbying will take 


place on Monday and Tuesday, 
beginning with a morning meet¬ 
ing on the Capitol building steps. 

Lobby Day is sponsored jointly 
by GenderPAC, the International 
Foundation for Gender Education, 
FTM International, It’s Time Amer¬ 
ica!, Transgender Officers Protect

his Sunday, three days before 
Earth Day (which takes place 
internationally each April 
• 22), a host of in-line skaters, bicy¬ 
clists, garden lovers, conserva¬ 
tionists, and folks who simply love 
strolling leisurely in traffic-free 
spaces will rally at noon in Gold¬ 
en Gate Park, protesting two 
propositions that threaten to 
bring more cars into the park. 

Gays and lesbians figure heav¬

' his year’s Tax Day was as dispiriting as 
usual, considering the continuing rash 
of anti-gay legislation that is being 
discussed — and passed — around the 
country and in Washington, DC. 

We recently learned that Representative 
Charles Canady, a right wing Republican 
from Florida, may be drafting a “Defense of 
the Boy Scouts Act” in response to the re¬ 
cent court ruling in New Jersey that the Boy 
Scouts of America may not discriminate 
against gay kids. Canady is reportedly mod¬ 
eling the damn thing on the so-called “De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act,” proving once and for 
all that the Republican Party has abandoned 
its previous position that government 
shouldn’t intrude into people’s lives unnec¬ 
essarily: we can’t think of any governmental 
intrusion less necessary than codifying dis¬ 
crimination against children. Any children. 

And that’s what makes filing taxes so an¬ 
noying: it’s not that we mind paying rent to 
live in America (since that is, on its simplest 
level, what taxes are) but it’s a drag to pay so 
much to landlords who are such assholes, 
and who range from not caring about our 
well-being to actively trying to harm us. As 
most readers know, the Defense of Marriage 
Act (DoMA) is a bill by Georgia Republican 
Bob Barr (who is, himself, already on his 
third marriage, so clearly if the institution is 
to be protected, it needs most of all to be 
saved from guys like him) to prevent gay and 
lesbian couples from formalizing their rela¬ 
tionships. And, we must remind everyone at 
tax time, to prevent them from filing as mar¬ 
ried couples with all the financial benefits 
that come with it. But as bad as DoMA is, at 
least it is aimed at adults, who are somewhat 
better equipped to defend themselves than 
the children targeted by Canady’s bill. 

If Congress was entirely caught up on its 
homework of the necessary variety, we’d be 
less pissed off about this Defense of Scout¬ 
ing Act nonsense. Unfortunately, that is not 
the case: this Congress has accomplished 
less than any other in modern history — 
partly because it spends so much time on 
worthless crap like DoMA, DoSA, and 
DADT (Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell). 


defenses 

We’re glad to live in California right now, 
despite its Republican governor, because this 
is still a state without its own version of DoMA 
on the books (more and more states 
do these days) and because our legis¬ 
lators are busy doing (or at least 
trying to do) some good for gay, , 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
citizens. Most recently; on Monday, 
the Assembly Public Safety Commit¬ 
tee passed Sheila Kuehl’s bill that will ex¬ 
pand hate crime definitions to include 
crimes against transsexuals. 

We urge the rest of the As¬ 
sembly to follow suit, and then 
the Senate to do likewise. The 
recent murder of a gay man on the streets of 
San Francisco (from a single punch) shows 
how fragile life is and how devastating acts 
of violence are. Hate crime sentencing en¬ 
hancements don’t bring victims back to life, 


of course, but they might give prospective 
assailants one more thing to consider before 
going on a rampage. If the law prevents one 
act of violence against one transgender per¬ 
son (or person thought to be transgen- 
dered) and, honestly, if it prevents one 
person from going out bashing and 
then finishing life behind bars in a 
California penitentiary (which is, let’s 
face it, a waste of a life), it will be worth 
the time the legislators have spent 
( putting the statute together. 

Not that that’s enough. 
We’re still waiting for Com¬ 
munity United Against Vio¬ 
lence — or anybody else with a 
sense of civic duty — to offer self-defense 
classes to the gays, lesbians, bisexuals, and 
transgenders who need them. Anything as 
important as saving lives can’t be left in the 
hands of lawmakers! ▼

Oversee the overseers! 
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Or, Why real FDA reform is doomed 


by Representative Ron Klink (D-PA) 


A prepared statement before the House 
Commerce Committee Subcommittee on 
Oversight and Investigations, chaired by 
Representative Joe Barton (R-TX), April 1, 
1997. 

^ lthough it’s reported that today’s 
hearing is on Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration (FDA) management, it 
should really be about the management of 
FDA oversight by this subcommittee. 

Before I begin, let me make one point 
very clear. I support the concept of FDA 
oversight by this subcommittee. But after the 
majority has subjected the FDA to numer¬ 
ous interviews and the production of truck- 
loads of documents on subjects ranging 
from sex to missing computer parts, I still 
can’t determine what this hearing is about. 

At first glance, I thought that over the 
course of this inquiry, your staff was doing 
a “real” audit of the FDA and following 
“real” auditing guidelines. But curiously, no 
formal report or audit was ever prepared. It 
seems that in its place, you have cobbled to¬ 
gether a rather Byzantine collection of “se¬ 
lective” findings from audits conducted by 
others and combined them with both spec¬ 
ulation and innuendo to produce this hear¬ 
ing. Consequently, I don’t understand for 
what deeds we should hold the FDA ac¬ 
countable today. 

I’m confused for other reasons as well. 
For one thing, the FDA claims that most of 
the findings on which this hearing is based 
have either been fixed or are being fixed. 
And of the problems identified, many were 
apparently found by the FDA, itself; in fact, 


the FDA took action to implement the cor¬ 
rections. 

I am thus perplexed as to what it is we 
are trying to do with this hearing. Are we to 
praise the FDA and Dr. Friedman for the 
work they have done to fix earlier-identified 
problems or should we blast them for what 
they haven’t done? Which of your 
staffs’ findings are accurate and 
which are inaccurate? Moreover, are 
the findings on which this hearing 
is based serious and out-of-the-or- 
dinary, or do they represent only 
day-to-day issues faced by most 
agencies in the course of doing 
business? In other words, 
how do we put today’s 
findings into any context, 

Mr. Chairman? I must 
admit, I don’t know the answers here. 

But let’s go on to say a thing or two 
about witnesses. I am not sure if the clum¬ 
siness of witness selection has more to do 
with the subcommittee’s general ineptness 
or just that today is April Fool’s Day. Were 
you playing a joke on the minority when 
you waited until late last Friday before 
telling us you’d be adding “mystery” wit¬ 
nesses to an already confused hearing? And 
were you playing another joke on us when 
you told us that we would not be given their 
names until this Monday, just 48 hours be¬ 
fore the hearing? How do we assess a wit¬ 
ness’s testimony, let alone its accuracy, when 
we learn his or her identity so late in the 
game? Further, how do you expect the FDA 
to provide testimony constructive to the 
oversight process when they’re not told the 
identity of witnesses until after they have 
submitted their testimony for clearance? Is 
the subcommittee that disorganized? What 


is the purpose of this? 

But there’s more, Mr. Chairman. Why 
wasn’t the Office of the Inspector General 
invited as a witness? Your own staff’s testi¬ 
mony makes mention of the IG’s work at 
least 14 times! And for good reason. It was 
the IG that did many of the audits on which 
your work is based. Why isn’t the IG here to 
provide context to your findings? Are we 
worried that if the IG came, they could ac¬ 
tually provide accuracy? 

In contrast, why was the GAO 
[General Accounting Office] in¬ 
vited? I respect the GAO, Mr. 
Chairman. I like the GAO. The 
GAO is a friend of mine. 
But, quite frankly, the 
GAO had nothing to do 
with your investigation. 
In fact, in the entire 25-page draft testimo¬ 
ny submitted to the subcommittee, the 
word “FDA” isn’t mentioned even a single 
time. Not once! Other than a feeble attempt 
at providing the “appearance” of legitimacy 
to today’s hearing, their testimony provides 
only the obvious: That agencies like the 
FDA should have solid internal controls and 
sound management practices. What a 
breakthrough. Next time, let’s have a panel 
of construction workers tell us that agencies 
should also have buildings with roofs and 
windows. 

Mr. Chairman, I want to work with you. 
I really do. I want to help you do the kind 
of oversight that’s badly needed over the 
many agencies and departments within our 
jurisdiction. But given the way this and sim¬ 
ilar investigations have been assembled, and 
the way witnesses are selected, helping this 
subcommittee do its job is virtually impos¬ 
sible. ▼

Needy Latinos vs. greedy SFAF 

Recently I attended an emergency meeting at the 
Brava Theatre. Members of El Ambiente, Aguilas, 
Proyecto Contra Sida, and Instituto Familiar De La 
Raza were all represented to discuss the funding crisis 

they face. Many of these organizations have expe¬ 
rienced a 50 percent funding cut over the 
I past four years. These organizations all ser¬ 
vice the Latino gay, bisexual, transgender 
community. What I found shocking is 
that these organizations funding budgets 
pivot on as little as $10,000 a year. The 
largest organization was in need of 
$50,000. How is it the mayor’s office, SF 
HIV Prevention Council, SF Health 
Commission, and other decision-mak¬ 
ing bodies determine which organizations are to get 
the ax, while bloated dysfunctional Titanics such as 
SFAF continue to swallow gargantuan sums of Ryan 
White Care moneys to meet executive staff salaries - 
which at SFAF are well over a million dollars a year! 

The question of racism cannot be avoided here. 
Are the basic healthcare services of the Latino com¬ 
munity to be sacrificed for the elitist needs of Big 
Bucks Patty 8c Co.? It is sheer arrogance on the part of 
SFAF to believe that they, and they alone, can meet 
the needs of the entire city. The Latino community is 
a complex and diverse one. I have friends from Spain, 
Argentina, Puerto Rico, Cuba, Central America, Mex¬ 
ico City, as well as Chicanos from all over the country, 
who come here for refuge. Many of these people are 
intellectuals, political dissidents, artists, writers, per¬ 
formers, playwrights, actors and, yes, many of them 
are gay and HIV-positive. There is no question that 
decentralized community-based organizations are 
much more effective with their hands-on approach 
than centralized bureaucratic monstrosities such as 
SFAF. The complex and subtle language and cultural 
differences are reason enough to support and defend 
these projects. It is an insult and an outrage that the 
Latino community continues to be put on the back 
burner, a mere consideration. The proximity of SF to 
Mexico and the history of this city is reason enough 
to make the Latino community a priority. If these or¬ 
ganizations fold it will be our own complacency that 
allows for it to happen. I have yet to be convinced that 
Pat Christen Inc. is truly a friend of the HIV-positive 
PWA community. If she were she would be gracious 
enough to write a check from her own bank book and 
help these organizations out of the financial crisis that 
she in great part is responsible for.

Vote No on Prop. E 

I want to express my appreciation of lesbian and 
gay local and state elected officials for coming out for 
rent control. On June 2, voters will decide whether 
rent control should be repealed for at least 50,000 
apartments in 2-4 unit buildings. If Proposition E 
wins, rent control would end immediately. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, Supervisor Leslie Katz, 
and State Assemblywoman Carol Migden all signed 
on to a ballot argument against Proposition E. They 
all categorically rejected the disingenuous, manipu¬ 
lative argument that rent control is bad for the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgender community. 

Recently, some lesbian and gay realtors, direct 
monetary beneficiaries of the repeal of rent control, 
have tried to argue that because current law does not 
allow owners to evict tenants to move in their do¬ 
mestic partners, we should repeal rent control. This 
argument is patently untrue. Proposition E has noth¬ 
ing to do with this issue. Proposition E does nothing 
to address this problem. 

The law does allow for a wife to do an OMI evic¬ 
tion for a husband and vice versa into another unit in 
the same building. In 1995, then-Supervisor Migden 
explored allowing OMI evictions for domestic part¬ 
ners. Ironically, the tenants groups supported her in 
this efforts because the tenants movement believed 
and still believes in equal rights and privileges for the 
LGBT community. However, because the city domes¬ 
tic partners ordinance requires the partners to reside 
together, the city attorney said it was not possible. 

In 1996, Tenants groups drafted OMI legislation 
that contained provisions that would have allowed 
domestic partners to combine ownership percentages 
and thus be allowed to evict for each of their relatives. 
Interestingly, the same landlords who are backing 
Proposition E, and are trying to get your vote, vigor¬ 
ously opposed this legislation and it failed. 

Finally, what the realtors’ argument also fails to ac¬ 
knowledge is that most members of the LGBT com¬ 
munity are the very same people they seek to evict. 

Next, lesbian and gay realtors argue that current 
eviction protections for HIV-positive tenants hurt the 
lesbian and gay community. In other words, since 
chronically ill HIV-positive tenants cannot be evicted, 
landlords may begin to discriminate against potential 
tenants who are perceived to be gay or lesbian. 

Again, this argument is disingenuous and manip¬ 
ulative. What this argument seeks to do is to divide 
us, and ultimately conquer us. It sets HIV-negative 
folks against HIV-positive people, and all for the ben¬ 
efit of their own pocket books. I find it hard to be¬ 
lieve that lesbian and gay realtors are actually con¬ 
cerned about the discrimination I face in finding 
housing. Don’t buy into their manipulative argu¬ 
ments, vote no on E.

Self-protection is more than a whistle 

Although I support the use of whistles as tool for 
addressing gay bashing, they are only one aspect of 
an overall effective self-defense posture. Twenty years 
of living as an openly queer man in urban environ¬ 
ments and surviving my own gay bashing have given 
me some insight into self-protection which I would 
like to share: 

Reality check. The police and anti-bashing groups, 
however well meaning, do little to protect us as we 
move around the city as individual openly queer per¬ 
sons. All queers are at risk since bashers perceive us 
all as targets. I suggest that each of us develop our 
own self-defense strategy, then practice it every day. 

Prevention. Always be aware of your surround¬ 
ings. Know who is behind and ahead of you. Walk 
with confidence and dignity. Meet the gaze of suspi¬ 
cious persons and move on quickly. Don’t be reluc¬ 
tant to cross the street or double back and go a dif¬ 
ferent route. You’d be surprised how much trouble 
can be avoided just by keeping your eyes and ears 
open and being ready to react and escape. 

Fight back. Although controversial to some, I have 
no problem recommending that queers fight back 
when cornered. If you can effectively escape without 
blows, do so. But remember that bashings are about 
power and dominance. Adopting a posture of sub¬ 
mission can be construed by your attacker as an invi¬ 
tation to proceed. Self-defense experts agree that if 
you have a chance to strike just one blow, you could 
disorient your attacker long enough for you to make 
an escape — especially if he is intoxicated. Go for the 
groin, throat or eyes. Don’t be afraid to permanently 
hurt the asshole. Use your feet, palm, fist, fingers, keys 
or any sharp object. Use all the force you can then run 
like hell. 

Intervene. Physically intervene, if you are capable 
and willing. You can also do hundreds of things to in¬ 
tervene in a bashing and distract an attacker from a 
safe distance. Blow your whisde, shout “FIRE” as loud 
as you can, throw a bottle or rock, set off a car or fire 
alarm, memorize the attacker’s description, call 911, 
etc. In short, do something. Ask yourself what you 
would expect a complete stranger to do if it were you 
being attacked, then do it. The next time, it could very 
well be you.

Lube job 

On the 23rd of this month I am going to Bulgaria 
to volunteer for a week for the Bulgarian Gay Orga¬ 
nization GEMINI. The group deals with HIV/AIDS 
prevention issues. 

Their most urgent need is for lube with spermici¬ 
dal ingredients (Nonoxynol-9) and lubricated con¬ 
doms with spermicidal ingredients. Currently, neither 
is available in Bulgaria. 

To my horror, I was told that the majority of gay 
people have started using Lidocaine ointment in lieu 
of lube. Upon doing some research on the Internet, I 
discovered that Lidocaine is actually a Novocain, used 
in hospitals for numbing pain after surgeries. 

The use of Lidocaine for sexual purposes imposes 
a multitude of dangers: if a tissue is damaged during 
sexual intercourse, or the condom ruptures, the peo¬ 
ple would not feel or notice it until the day after. If 
bleeding is caused (anal or otherwise), this also will 
not be felt by the people having sex, at least until the 
day after, when the numbing effect of the Lidocaine is 
worn off. Additionally, there is no indication any¬ 
where that Lidocaine acts as a spermicidal, or kills the 
HIV virus. 

I would like to ask people for donations of lube 
with Nonoxynol-9 and lubricated condoms with 
Nonoxynol 9 for GEMINI. As I said, neither one is 
available in Bulgaria, and there is no governmental or 
other support for HIV/AIDS prevention. As a matter 
of fact, on March 9 of this year the government en¬ 
acted a pro-discrimination law for mandatory HIV 
testing for any foreign person residing in Bulgaria for 
more than a month. Currently, the government is dis¬ 
cussing a bill to discontinue government subsidies for 
HIV testing, and force any person taking the HIV test 
to pay from their own pocket. The average salary in 
Bulgaria is $30 a month. I don’t know how much an 
HIV test costs in Bulgaria, however, my guess is that 
it will be close to a monthly salary. 

Your help will of great importance to saving peo¬ 
ple’s lives in Bulgaria. 

I will be leaving for Bulgaria on the 23rd of this 
month.

oot! Loot! Loot! That Ciga¬ 
rette Dept.: All that activist 
talk about “greed” has come 
home to roost, it would seem. 
Those who appointed themselves 
our protectors from the evil to¬ 
bacco companies got greedy and 
forgot to quit while they were 
ahead. Once they figured out they 
might have a gold mine in the to¬ 
bacco settlement, perhaps they 
decided, hey — we’ve got some 
evil capitalists by the short hairs! 


Let’s finally tax at least the tobac¬ 
co rich till there ain’t no more to¬ 
bacco rich. They didn’t stop to 
think that taking away the Vase¬ 
line once the industry’s butts were 
in the air (pun intended) might 
be a poor move. 

In case you missed the details, 
Congress had worked out a settle¬ 
ment with the tobacco companies 
that would have them pay $15 bil¬ 
lion a year for 25 years to reim¬ 
burse costs of providing medical 
care for long-term smokers.

construed as being targeted to¬ 
ward minors, and the tax on ciga¬ 
rettes would be raised to the point 
that fewer people could afford to 
smoke them. In exchange for the 
cumulative $368 billion, their 
product liability would be capped 
at $5 billion annually. 

No amount of lobbying was 
going to get the tobacco compa¬ 
nies out of this; voting against the 
pact would be certain political 
death. But the looters got greedy. 
Congress raised the annual trib¬ 
ute from $15 billion a year to $20 
billion, and lifted the lawsuit im¬ 
munity. Last week, the tobacco 
companies finally balked — un¬ 
derstandably. It’s one thing to go 
hundreds of billions of dollars 
into pocket to buy peace; it’s an 
other to pay an even greater 
sum for protection without 
getting the protection. Now 
they’re saying they’re going 
to reject the proposed set¬ 
tlement and fight the adver¬ 
tising restrictions on 
First Amendment 
grounds. 

The net result will 
be that adver¬ 
tising restric¬ 
tions, even if _ 

they are up¬ 
held, won’t go into effect for years. 
Meanwhile, smokers claiming to 
be victims of the peddling of an 
addictive drug will have to take 
their individual chances in court 
against industrial giants before 
dying — all thanks to some peo¬ 
ple’s greed for the power to do 
large scale social engineering with 
other people’s money.

And the new 
tax wouldn’t be any skin 
off my tush. 

Nonethe- 
less, the sad 
fact is that a 
lot of poor and working folks 
smoke, which makes this a regres¬ 
sive tax. Above and beyond that, 
I’m not at all comfortable with the 
mentality that any new opportu¬ 
nity for the government to tax 
people should be exploited — ab¬ 
solute power corrupting absolute¬ 
ly, and all that. The government 
(Democrat or Republican ... 
check out the new highway bill) 
taking more and more of our 
money, dangling spending pro¬ 
grams like carrots in front of us, 


and getting us to fight each other 
to get some share of our own 
money back? I don’t think so. 
Jack. The only people that benefit 
are the politicians dangling the 
carrot ... and the people with 
dreams of all the things they 
could do with other people’s 
money ... if only they had the 
power to seize it. 

So, I expressed my doubts 
about looting an addicted popu¬ 
lation. The canvasser said the tax 
was going to go through anyway, 
so “we” might as well take advan¬ 
tage of it. I had to tell her I could¬ 
n’t support that type of behavior, 
and declined to sign. 

The only morally legitimate 
way I see to do this tax is making 
it a pay-as-you-go plan that has 
smokers paying for their own 
medical care for smoking-related 
diseases. That’s something like the 
Prop. 186 California single-payer 
health insurance plan, eh? I would 
include programs to help people 
quit smoking under the medical 
care part. Perhaps some of they 
money could go toward preven¬ 
tion programs, but, as a lesbian,

Last week in gay history: The 
Mattachine Society open its first 
convention, held in Los Angeles in 
April 11, 1953. 

n 1950, a handful of gay men 

with Communist Party ties 
1 began meeting at the home of 
music teacher and union organiz¬ 
er Harry Hay in the Silverlake 
neighborhood of Los Angeles. 
They created what is now recog¬ 
nized as the first long-standing 
U.S. organization devoted to ad¬ 
vancing gay rights — the Matta¬ 
chine Society. At its first conven¬ 
tion three years later, however, the 
original leaders stepped down, 
and the group shifted away from 
its leftist beginnings toward a 
more conservative outlook. 

The idea for the Mattachine 
Society emerged in 1948, when 
Hay, an active member of the 
Communist Party, attended a 
gathering for supporters of presi¬ 
dential candidate Henry Wallace. 
During the soiree, it became clear 
that all of the men there were gay. 
Hay and others facetiously talked 


chine Society grew exponentially 
within the first few years. Members 
met in small “guilds,” or discussion 
groups, to propose actions to im¬ 
prove the lot of gay people. The or¬ 
ganization quickly expanded to 
other cities along the California 
coast. While most members were 
men, lesbians also became in¬ 
volved, though mostly in the 
Northern California guilds. 
Some guild meetings at¬ 
tracted as many as 200 
people. For many new¬ 
comers, it was the first time 
they had not felt alone or 
isolated in their sexual desires. 

On the other hand, 
the need for secrecy 
and the model of the 
American Commu¬ 
nist Party resulted in 
a series of extreme and even ar¬ 
cane rituals, such as a candlelit 
initiation ceremony for guild 
leaders and a solemn oath that 
“no boy or girl, approaching the 
maelstrom of deviation, need 
make that crossing alone, afraid 
and in the dark, ever again.” 

Over the next few years, the 
Mattachine evolved in several 
ways. As the organization grew, its

about forming a group called 
“Bachelors for Wallace,” which 
would support Wallace if he added 
a plank about sexual privacy to his 
platform. Though Bachelors for 
Wallace never got off the ground, 
Hay was intrigued by the idea of a 
homosexual rights organization 
and began looking for others to 
help him make it a reality. 

Two years later, Hay finally 
found men who shared his vision. 
One was his lover, Rudi Gernre- 
ich, an Austrian Jewish costume 
designer who would later achieve 
fame in the 1960s as the creator of 
the topless swimsuit. The others 
were fellow Communist Party 
members, Bob Hull and Chuck 
Rowland, and writer Dale Jen¬ 
nings. These core members began 
meeting in secret at each others’ 
homes and took the name the 
Mattachine Society, after an all¬ 
male performance troupe in me¬ 
dieval Europe. 

Early meetings hammered out 
the philosophy of the group, one 
that had never been articulated 
before in America — that gay 
people were an oppressed minor¬ 
ity with their own distinct culture, 
of which they should be proud. In 
April 1951, the Mattachine 
founders formalized the group’s 
mission statement, listing as its 
main purpose the unification of 
homosexuals in a fight for their 
own emancipation. 

Through word of mouth and 
by distributing flyers about the or¬ 
ganization at gay bars, beaches, 
and other hangouts, the Matta- 


membership became more di¬ 
verse in outlook, and some new 
members didn’t share the political 
vision of its leftist founders. Many 
were more interested in fitting 
into society than in actually 
changing it. Also, in early 1953 the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee (HUAC) held hear¬ 
ings in Los Angeles to investigate 
alleged Hollywood communists. 
Though Hay, Rowland, and Hull 
had all resigned from the Com¬ 
munist Party, conservative mem¬ 
bers of the Mattachine Society 
viewed the leaders’ former politi¬ 
cal ties as a liability to the organi¬ 
zation as a whole. To make mat¬ 
ters worse, an article about the 
group in the Los Angeles Times re¬ 
vealed the communist back¬ 
ground of Mattachine lawyer Fred 
Snider and raised fears about the 
secret nature of the society, whose 
membership the article estimated 
at 200,000. (Two thousand was 
more like it.) 

The Mattachine leadership 
called a national convention to re¬ 
structure the organization as an 
above-ground one, with a consti¬ 
tution, by-laws, and elected offi¬ 
cers. On April 11 and 12, 1953 
(and at a follow-up session in 
May), several hundred gay men 
and lesbians met at a Universalist 
church in Los Angeles to discuss 
the future direction of the Matta¬ 
chine Society. It was the first large 
public gathering of homosexuals 
in U.S. history. The leftist founders 
decided to step down for the good 
of the whole, and the organization 


passed to the more conservative 
leadership of men like Hal Call 
(now the owner/operator of San 
Francisco’s Circle J Theatre) and 
Kenneth Burns. Burns urged the 
Mattachine membership to follow 
“a pattern of behavior that is ac¬ 
ceptable to society in general and 
compatible with [the] recognized 
institutions ... of home, church, 
and state.” 

Within the next two 
years, membership 

dropped off sharply. By 
1955, most of the group’s 
efforts went into pub¬ 
lishing a magazine called 
The Mattachine Review. 
New members did 
not learn about the 
radical origins of the 
organization, and 
throughout the 1950s the Matta¬ 
chine Society advocated for the 
assimilation of homosexuals into 
mainstream America. The nation¬ 
al organization finally disbanded 
in 1961, but several local groups 
continued to use the name Matta¬ 
chine well into the 1960s. Several 
of these, like the Washington, DC 
chapter headed by Frank Kameny, 
were militant in the style of the 
original founders, and their ac¬ 
tivism helped shape the gay liber¬ 
ation movement of the 1970s. T

“I didn’t really know how well 
others would deal with the idea of 
Bryce having two moms, but I’ve 
decided if they have a problem 
with it, it’s their problem, not 
mine,” writes Sheehan. “There are 
too many children in this world 
who don’t have an equal chance in 
life and who aren’t loved to worry 
about what other people think. 
We have the means to provide 
Bryce with a comfortable up¬ 
bringing and, more importantly, 
we have the desire to be loving 
and devoted mothers. ... Bryce 
knows that she’s loved and want¬ 
ed now.” 

She also says, “I think there are 
a lot of men and women like me 
— people who spent much of 
their 20s and 30s devoting them¬ 
selves to their careers, and put off 
starting a family until their 40s. 
After years of believing we would 
make ideal parents — and having 
many of our friends and family 
tell us the same thing — it’s been 
wonderful to finally take on this 
new challenge.” 
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Sheehan, who is an 18-year 
veteran of the Ladies Professional 
Golf Association (LPGA) and in¬ 
ductee to the LPGA Hall of Fame 
in 1993, won the Nabisco Dinah 
Shore title in 1996, has twice won 
the U.S. Women’s Open, and has 
more than 35 total career titles to 
date. 

“Patty Sheehan is breaking 
down barriers in sports and in 
society,” said GLAAD Executive 
Director Joan M. Garry. “For a 
professional athlete to 
come out as a lesbian 
mom takes a great deal 
of courage. As a mother 
myself, I greatly appre¬ 
ciate her stance on this 
issue: Love is at the 
heart of parenting, and 
lesbian and gay people 
are as committed to 
that ideal as anyone. Her voice 
resonates to many thousands of 
fans, and she is sending an accu¬ 
rate, positive message about our 
community.” 

Please commend Patty Shee¬ 
han for her courage to step out of 
the closet and thank Golf World 
for providing her a forum in 
which to do it.

'Militant lesbians’ 
on Parade? 

In the “Personality Parade” 
column of the April 5 Parade 
magazine, gossip columnist Wal¬ 
ter Scott makes several bizarre as¬ 
sertions about openly bisexual 
rock star Ani DiFranco and her 
fans. The question asked of Scott 
is “I thought Grammy nominee 
Ani DiFranco was gay. Now I hear 
she’s dating a guy. What’s up?” 
Scott responds, “DiFranco, 27, is 
bisexual. She won’t say if the rela¬ 
tionship [with Andrew Gilchrist] 
is monogamous or if she has 
given up women for the time 
being. Her fans — many of whom 
• are militant lesbians — may be 
upset by her current sexual pref¬ 
erence.” 

Clearly, Scott harbors a host of 
misconceptions about lesbians 
and bisexuals. First, by focusing 
on the issue of monogamy, Scott 
assumes that bisexuals are more 
likely to be promiscuous than any 
of the heterosexual celebrities he 



discusses each week. Second, by 
juxtaposing monogamy against 
“givfing] up women for the time 
being,” Scott is bringing out the 
stereotype that being bisexual 
means having relations with men 
and women concurrently, as op¬ 
posed to what it really means, 
which is having sexual interest in 
both genders, regardless of the 
number or genders of cur¬ 
rent romantic partners. 
Third, the phrase “mili¬ 
tant lesbians” is mean¬ 
ingless, since Scott fails 
to explain what these 
lesbians might be 
“militant” about, or, 
for that matter, why 
bisexuality would 
upset them. By saying 
“may be upset,” Scott 
reveals he is just spec¬ 
ulating based on his own precon¬ 
ceived notions. While some les¬ 
bian DiFranco fans, and other 
fans, for that matter, may be upset 
by her being bisexual, many more 
are not, and they celebrate 
DiFranco’s courage to be honest 
publicly about her sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Lastly, by calling her sexual 
orientation a “current sexual pref¬ 
erence ,” Scott seems to be under 
the wrong-headed impression 
that bisexuality is a “phase” or a 
choice undertaken by DiFranco, 
as opposed to a sexual orienta¬ 
tion. For someone who has-been 
inclusive of accurate lesbian and 
gay celebrity talk in the past, it is 
disappointing to see Scott pack so 
many misconceptions about bi¬ 
sexuals into one gossip item. 

Tell Walter Scott that he needs 
to reevaluate his own assump¬ 
tions about bisexuality before he 
begins writing about it and per¬ 
petuating damaging and false 
stereotypes.

International confab 
draws 900 bisexuals

ver nine hundred attendees 

• : participated in the fifth In- 
ternational Conference on 
Bisexuality, held April 3-5 at Har¬ 
vard University in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. Participants came 
from as far away as Argentina, 
Australia, Finland, and Japan, 
helping to make this the largest 
international bisexual gathering 
to date. 

With the theme of “One 
World, Many Faces: Unity and Di¬ 
versity in Bi Communities, Queer 
Communities and the World,” the 
conference featured plenaries and 
140 workshops covering a broad 
spectrum of areas of interest to 
bisexuals and their friends and al¬ 
lies. 

The conference was organized 
by Boston’s Bisexual Resource 
Center and the Harvard Lesbian, 
Bisexual, and Gay Graduate Stu¬ 
dents. Boston was an apt location, 
since the city has one of the most 
well-developed bi communities in 
the U.S. According to conference 
coordinator Wayne Bryant, “Were 
seeing unprecedented interest in 
understanding bisexuality in-a se¬ 
rious multicultural fashion. The 
bisexual movement has arrived at 
a new level of maturity.” 

The conference’s keynote 
speakers were openly bisexual 
Connecticut state representative 
Evelyn Mantilla, National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force Executive 
Director Kerry Lobel, and Oak¬ 
land minister and theologian Dr. 
Elias Farajaje’-Jones. 

Lobel, who has been instru¬ 
mental in moving her organiza¬ 
tion toward greater inclusion of 
bisexual and transgender people, 
talked about the state of the queer 
liberation movement and the cul¬ 
tural and legislative fight against 
the right. “We are winning the 
long-term struggle,” said Lobel, 
“but in the short-term the right 
will give us a run for our money, 
because they have to in order to 
survive.” Lobel expressed support 
for autonomous bisexual and 
transgender organizing in addi¬ 
tion to coalition-building. Ac¬ 
knowledging the challenge that 
bisexuals present to essentialist 
notions of sexual identity, Lobel 
encouraged us to “accept the flu¬ 
idity that for many of us is our 
sexual expression.” 

Lobel’s appearance reflects the 
organized bisexual movement’s 
emphasis on gaining inclusion 
within the lesbian and gay move¬ 
ment. This issue has been debat¬ 
ed within the bi community and 
was the subject of a panel discus¬ 
sion that featured Lobel and sev¬ 
eral bi leaders, including Lani 
Ka’ahumanu and Robyn Ochs. 
Moving away from the polarized 
views of the past, panelists agreed 
that there was value in au¬ 
tonomous bi organizing, in build¬ 
ing coalitions with gay men and 
lesbians, and in working together 
with all who share the goal of sex¬ 
ual and gender liberation regard¬ 
less of sexual identity. 

Continuing the themes of di¬ 
versity and fluidity, keynote 
speaker Farajaje’-Jones asserted 
that “When we say unity, we don’t 
mean uniformity ... to acknowl¬ 
edge our differences is not frag¬ 
mentation or divisiveness.” Fara¬ 
jaje’-Jones said, “I question and 
reinvent my sexuality every day of 
my life.” Responding to a com- 
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mon charge against bisexuals, 
Farajaje’-Jones said, “Sure it’s a 
phase — everything is a phase!” 

San Diego sex researcher Fritz 
Klein announced the creation of a 
new non-profit organization, the 
American Institute of Bisexuality, 
which will promote and fund bi¬ 
sexual projects. Klein presented the 
AIB’s first Global Award to confer¬ 
ence organizer Bryant. The 1998 
Renildo Jose dos Santos Memorial 
Award, named after a murdered 
Brazilian bisexual activist, was 
given to Alejandra Sarda, an orga¬ 
nizer from Argentina. 

Workshops galore 

Conference workshops 
spanned a gamut of topics rang¬ 
ing from international network¬ 
ing, media activism, and organiz¬ 
ing to spirituality, sex party host¬ 
ing, and HIV/AIDS to literature, 
research, and theory. 

Several workshops addressed 
issues related to gender, reflecting 


both a growing tendency among 
many bisexuals to challenge tradi¬ 
tionally defined gender bound¬ 
aries, and a deepening alliance be¬ 
tween the bisexual and transgen¬ 
der communities. 

A series of panels explored the 
history of the bi movement from 
the 1960s through the 1990s, trac¬ 
ing the evolution from the devel¬ 
opment of bisexuality as a unique 
identity in the 1960s and 1970s, to 
the genesis of the earliest bi orga¬ 
nizations such as San Francisco’s 
Bisexual Center in 1976, to the 
first national bisexual conference 
and the creation of the first na¬ 
tional bi organization (now BiNet 
USA) in 1990, to the first Interna¬ 
tional Conference on Bisexuality 
in Amsterdam in 1991. 

Panelists discussed the evolu¬ 
tion of bisexual politics and the bi 
label. San Francisco author 
Naomi Tucker noted a shift from 
the “politics of visibility” of the

Passage of the treaty, Holmes 
warned, could imperil virtually 
every law designed to protect peo¬ 
ple’s health, safety, jobs, and civil 
rights, including the right of 
same-sex couples to equal em¬ 
ployment benefits. 

“The MAI would set strongly 
enforced global rules limiting 
governments’ right and ability to 
regulate foreign investors and cor¬ 
porations,” said Holmes. If enact¬ 
ed, he added, it would “radically 
limit our ability to promote so¬ 


cial, economic, and environmen¬ 
tal justice. In other word's, it puts 
our democracy at risk.” 

Holmes pointed to the city’s do¬ 
mestic partners law as one “invest¬ 
ment barrier” that could come crum¬ 
bling down once the MAI is in place. 

“This is an attempt by transna¬ 
tional corporations to codify rules 
protecting investors, who then do 
not have to account to any govern¬ 
ment,” Holmes said. “With respect 
to equal benefits, it would give air¬ 
lines that much more leverage.” He 
was referring to the fight by sever¬ 
al airlines doing business in San 
Francisco to be exempted from the 
city’s domestic partner ordinance.

According to a booklet pub¬ 
lished by an anti-MAI coalition of 
pro-democracy, environmental, 
labor, and social-justice groups, 
and presented to the committee by 
Holmes, “The MAI is the final pil¬ 
lar of a system designed to promote 
unregulated economic globaliza¬ 
tion, where values of the market¬ 
place have precedence over values 
of social and economic justice.” 

Deputy City Attorney Christiane 
Hayashi, asked by the committee to 
present a balanced legal analysis of 
the MAI, said she tried to be neutral 
in her assessment, but nonetheless 
found “a lot to be alarmed by.” 

MAI-tied 

Hayashi said the MAI in some 
way resembles the North Ameri¬ 
can Free Trade Agreement, which 
strips away most trade barriers 
between nations. But unlike 
NAFTA, which affects national 
laws, the MAI applies to state and 
local laws as well. Moreover, the 
MAI would disallow any of the 
exceptions contained in NAFTA. 

In other words, the MAI would 


undermine virtually any law, at 
any level of government, in any 
locality or region, that serves to 
protect the environment, main¬ 
tain public health, secure gender 
parity in the workplace, or pro¬ 
mote equal benefits for gay and 
lesbian partners. 

“The city would have no 
standing to defend its domestic 
partners legislation if the dispute 
goes to an international tribunal,” 
Hayashi observed. At that point, 
the State Department would be¬ 
come involved in the matter. 

Supervisor Ammiano, in re¬ 
sponse to these concerns, intro¬ 
duced a resolution urging the city’s 
state and federally elected officials 
and lobbyists to actively protest 
any MAI provision “that would re¬ 
strict San Francisco’s ability to reg¬ 
ulate within its jurisdiction.” 

The committee approved the 
resolution unanimously, sending 
it to the full board for a vote this 
Monday, April 20. * 

When contacted later by the 
B.A.R., Ammiano declined to 
speculate on whether the full 
board would adopt his resolution, 


thereby pitting the city against 
powerful transnational interests. 

Ammiano was quick to say the 
treaty would have a negative effect 
on every working San Franciscans, 
but gays and lesbians could be 
among the first to feel its effects. 

“In general, the MAI affects all 
non-discrimination laws in and 
around hiring,” Ammiano said. “An 
entity that didn’t want to hire gay 
people could use MAI as an out. Any 
gay or lesbian who works would be 
affected, because of the impact on 
safety and health. Small businesses 
could be hurt, because they’d be put 
at an economic disadvantage by 
transnational corporations.” 

“Economic globalization cre¬ 
ates a climate that’s very precarious 
for people,” Holmes told the 
B.A.R.. “Domestic partners is the 
nexus, because its an ordinance the 
city puts on businesses. Working 
queers, women, and people of 
color could be affected in a lot of 
ways, because if the corporations 
get these rules in place, they can say 
they don’t have to pay prevailing 
wages, or do business with women- 
owned or queer-owned businesses. 
It takes away the only tools govern¬ 
ments have to benefit people.” T

• says newly hired gay and les¬ 
bian employees of his Dallas com¬ 
pany will no longer be able to get 
health insurance coverage for 
their partners. 

In the April 10 edition of The 
Dallas Morning News, Perot said 
he is ending the policy started in 
1996 because it’s unfair to other 
single employees whose house¬ 
mates are ineligible and to include 
all of them would be too expen¬ 
sive. 

Perot told The News, “I felt we 
either had to do it for everybody 
or we shouldn’t do it. Doing it for 
everybody would be too expen¬ 
sive.” 

Perot Systems in 1996 became 
the first large Dallas company to 
offer the domestic partner bene¬ 
fits. The Human Rights Campaign 
says it appears his company is the 
first in the nation to rescind them. 

Kim Mills, education director 
for the Washington, DC group, 
says, “Ross Perot has shown him¬ 
self to be completely out of step 
with American business — espe¬ 
cially the information technology 
business.” She calls the action “un¬ 
necessary and mean-spirited.” 

Perot told The News that he is 
not biased against gays and les¬ 
bians. He said, “If you go through 
my whole career, we never, ever 
have discriminated against people 
because they happen to be. gay. 
That’s not the issue.” 

Gays and lesbians who worked 
for Perot Systems under the old 
policy will still be able to get the 
benefits for their partners. T 
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PRECAUTIONS 

General: The risk/benefit ratio of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated in patients with the following 
medical conditions because of individual variation in response and tolerance to the effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse or 
dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common and 
marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused>substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or other 
psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because it has 
not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with AIDS because 
they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these patients has not been studied. 
Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the potential 
for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol or other CNS depres¬ 
sants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage in 
any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely 
Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of the 
drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under the supervision of a 
responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications (e g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 
without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no drug/drug interactions were discov¬ 
ered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact with other medications through both metabolic 
and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might 
displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed with 
dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in 
rats, oral adrrjinistration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/m 1 , equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times maximum rec¬ 
ommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m'/day in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/m'/day in 
AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal 
fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the 
testis were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The 
significance of these animal findings in humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 to 
450 mg/rtf, equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m'/day in cancer 
patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m'/day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m'(equivalent to 
0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m' in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m'/day in AIDS patients). 
These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and rats, 
dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early 
resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less maternal 
toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of HIV virus 
in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the first 
28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving dron¬ 
abinol and 68 receiving placebo. 


(see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials involved 
the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a minor CNS adverse 
event during the first 2 weeks an* about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter.

The clinical significance of the association of these events with Marinol treatment is unknown, but they are reported 
as alerting information for the clinician. 

Body as a whole: Chills, headache, malaise. 

Digestive: Anorexia, hepatic enzyme elevation. 

Respiratory: Cough, rhinitis, sinusitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Sweating. 

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
Schedule II (Cll) under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, and per¬ 
ception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of addic¬ 
tion rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological status 
have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion or 
systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial num¬ 
ber of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers receiving 
dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, these volunteers 
manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot flashes", sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hic¬ 
coughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic changes consis¬ 
tent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechallenge. Patients 
also complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing therapy with high dosages of dronabinol. 

0VERD0SAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, heightened 
sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; following MODER¬ 
ATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary retention, and reduced 
bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, 
and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients 
with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70 kg). Significant CNS symptoms 
in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults. 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment of extreme agitation. Hypotension 
usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (b.i.d.), before 
lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be reduced to 
2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in the absence of 
significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day Marinol, adminis¬ 
tered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol because of the increased 
frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/rtf, given 1 to 3 hours prior to the administration 
of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. Should the 
5 mg/nf dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be escalated by 
2.5 mg/nf increments to a maximum of 15 mg/m' per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose escalation, however, 
as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 
SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 8* and 
15*C (46* and 59*F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the capsules has 
been identified. 

Access to abusable drugs such as Marinol presents an occupational hazard for addiction in the health care indus¬ 
try. Routine procedures for handling controlled substances developed to protect the public may not be adequate 
to protect health care workers. Implementation of more effective accounting procedures and measures to appro¬ 
priately restrict access to drugs of this class may minimize the risk of self-administration by health care providers.

case of SFO, Wilken ruled that 
“due to the city’s monopoly posi¬ 
tion as an airport proprietor,” the 
Employee Retirement and Income 
Security Act (ERISA), a 1974 fed¬ 
eral law regulating benefits, pre¬ 
empts San Francisco from requir¬ 
ing airlines to offer health and pen¬ 
sion benefits. 

Wilken s ruling allows the city to 
require the airlines to offer non¬ 
health benefits, such as bereave¬ 
ment and family leave, travel bene¬ 
fits, health club memberships, and 
moving expenses. To avoid provid¬ 
ing these benefits, the airlines must 
prove that offering them is so bur¬ 
densome it would prevent them 
from flying into and out of SFO. 

‘People can change 
the world’ 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, an 
original sponsor of the bill that 
was drafted and presented to him 
by gay activists Jeff Sheehy, Geoff 
Kors, and Carol Stuart in mid- 
1996, was elated last Friday. “I’m 
as happy as a pig in a poke. It’s 
truly, truly groundbreaking,” said 
Ammiano. “The law was left 
standing.” He called the decision 
“long overdue and well deserved,” 
for the community, and while the 
ordinance wasn’t perfect, he was 
glad the city stuck to its guns and 
defended the ATA lawsuit. 

“I’m really proud we got this re¬ 
solved through all the negative edi¬ 
torials in the straight preSs and 
being beaten up by United,” Kors 
told the B.A.R. “Once again it shows 
that a small group of committed 
people can change the world.” 

Katz praised Wilken for issuing 
a “brilliantly written and thought 
out decision.” She said that except 
for the airlines, the ordinance ap¬ 
plies fully to every other city con-

1980s to the post-identity politics 
of the 1990s. Activist Tim Turner 
noted that many young people 
with attractions to both men and 
women reject the bisexual label as 
too confining, and instead prefer 
labels such as “pansexual” — or 
no labels at all. 

In contrast to some past bi 
gatherings, there was less empha¬ 
sis on the rift betweefi bisexual 
women and lesbians, which was a 
contentious issue among queer 
women in the 1980s. Neverthe¬ 
less, the problem of conflicting 
self-identities remains salient for 
many bi women, as exemplified 
by a workshop entitled “What’s A 
Nice Dyke Like Me Doing In A 
Relationship With A Man?” 

Several workshops were devot¬ 
ed to polyamory, S/M, and alter¬ 
native sexuality. These issues have 
been important within the bi 
movement in recent years, and 
there are large areas of overlap be¬ 
tween the bi community and var¬ 
ious alternative sexuality commu¬ 
nities. Some bisexuals have tried 
to gain greater acceptance by de¬ 
bunking stereotypes of bisexuals 
as promiscuous and hypersexual, 
while others celebrate non-tradi- 
tional sexual and relationship op¬ 
tions and resist assimilation into 
either the gay/lesbian community 
or the heterosexual mainstream. 

In addition to plenaries and 
workshops, the conference also 
featured entertainers, including 
sexperts Carol Queen, Ceclia Tan, 
Tristan Taormino and Kim Airs, 
and singer/songwriter Tom 
Robinson. Robinson, long known 
as a gay artist, was the subject of 
controversy within the gay com¬ 
munity when British tabloids re¬ 


tractor. 

“It’s nothing short of histori¬ 
cal,” Katz told the B.A.R.

Aftergut said two other lawsuits 
against the ordinance have been 
filed by companies represented by 
evangelist Pat Robertson’s conser¬ 
vative American Center for Law 
and Justice (ACLJ).

Both cases have been in 
abeyance pending the outcome of 
the ATA lawsuit, said Marc Slavin, 
deputy city attorney. He added 
that they expect the lawsuits to 
move forward, and predicted the 
PM8cM suit would be dismissed 
because the company has no legal 
standing. The case most likely to be 
litigated would be the one involv¬ 
ing SD Myers, Slavin explained. 

In her ruling, Wilken noted the 
city’s work in fighting discrimina¬ 
tion, “San Francisco has a long 
history of taking a principled 
stand against discrimination and 
of being in the forefront of efforts 
to ban discrimination based on 
sexual orientation. ... Thus, the 
ordinance effectuates a legitimate 
local public interest to combat 
discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation.” 

Wilken ruled that San Francis¬ 
co can require companies to pro¬ 
vide benefits to employees who 
work in the city, on property 
owned by the city located outside 
the city limits, such as the airport, 
and located throughout the Unit¬ 
ed States if their work relates to 
contracts with the city. The city 
cannot require equal benefits 
where the worker is outside the 
city and the work is unrelated to

HIV prevention organizations 
serving minority communities; to 
address the need for adequate an¬ 
nual contracts for Latino AIDS 
prevention programs in a cultur¬ 
ally specific manner; and, ulti¬ 
mately, to build an AIDS coalition 
that can address the various pub¬ 
lic health concerns of the popula¬ 
tion throughout the city. 

Although CDC funding for 
HIV/AIDS overall has been on the 
increase over the last few years, CDC 
spokesman Kent Taylor in Adanta 
confirmed that, while “the 1999 
budget is still pending congression¬ 
al approval, the annual budget pro¬ 
posal does show some decrease 
from the 1998 appropriation level. 

That news is worrying to AIDS 
prevention experts like El Ambi- 
ente Acting Project Coordinator 
Erick Arguello, who has already 
seen the group’s budget shrinking, 
but Taylor was sanguine about the 
decrease. 

“This is normal, however in all 
of our programs; year to year you 
have some shifting of funds, some¬ 
times they [the funds] come into 
the program in a different way,” he 
said. “This is a year-to-year process, 
but the line item for HIV/AIDS 
does show a decrease of about $2.5 
million overall in the budget sub¬ 
mitted to Congress for 1999.” 

Arguello told the B.A.R. that in 
light of the reduction, “What’s re¬ 
ally important is to obtain appro¬ 
priate funding and to create a 
coalition that will enable us to be 
a part of the process, when the 
funds are distributed.” 

El Ambiente is one of the 
strongest prevention programs 
within the Latino community. The 
primary focus to the program is to 
provide AIDS prevention and edu¬ 
cation workshops to gay and bisex¬ 
ual Latino men, who continue to 
show disproportionately high lev¬ 
els of HIV transmission through 
high risk sexual behavior, substance 
abuse, and needle sharing. In June 
1994, El Ambiente acquired a con¬ 
tract under the San Francisco AIDS 
Office for an estimated $80,000 per 
year, which has been reduced to al¬ 
most 50 percent for annual operat¬ 
ing expenses since then. 

“This has effected our recruit¬ 
ing efforts,” Arguello told the 
B.A.R. “It’s getting harder for us to 
reach the people we want to target. 
We’ve cut our activities down to 
four orientation workshops per 
year from two orientation work¬ 
shops each month. We’ve been suc¬ 
cessful focusing on high risk be¬ 
havior relapse prevention through 
self-empowerment, and it’s impor¬ 
tant to keep the members involved 
on a consistent basis. Our services 
are down to no advertising. We’ve 
been reaching people through 
word of mouth and referrals from 
the other HIV programs.” 

Different issues and 
groups 

Arguello stressed that people 
outside of the Latino community 
often don’t understand the vari¬ 
ous differences in language and 
culture that exists within the com¬ 
munity from country to country 
origins and from generation to 
generational experience living in 
the United States. 

Arguello expressed to the 
B.A.R.. that, “The issues are very 
different from group to group. 
The four programs that exist are 
focused on different cultural as¬ 
pects within the Latino commu¬ 
nity. Most of our clients are col¬ 
lege educated, second and third 
generation Latinos who are bilin¬ 
gual and bicultural. The recejit 
immigrants, who are gay or bisex¬ 
ual that come into our workshops 
with their families are not always 


comfortable with the language 
being conducted back and forth 
through translators in English 
and Spanish. We usually refer 
them to the Mission Neighbor¬ 
hood Health Center. The center 
conducts a program very similar 
in Spanish only — called Her- 
manos De Luna y Sol.” 

El Instituto Familiar de la Raza 
facilitates programs that deal 
specifically with transgender is¬ 
sues, recent immigrants, and peo¬ 
ple below the poverty line; and 
Proyecto Contra Sida Por Vida of¬ 
fers services to gay and bisexual 
Latinos under 21, who have very 
little support and no place turn to, 
in the Castro or in the Mission 
Areas of the city. 

Because NTFAP recendy decid¬ 
ed to cease operating its local pro¬ 
grams, Proyecto will soon be run 
under the auspices of another 
agency. Norm Nickens with the 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH) has been working on the 
negotiations, and told the B.A.R. 
this week that Mobilization Against 
AIDS (MAA) will probably assume 
the role of fiscal agent for Proyecto - 
effective this Friday, April 17. 

Although the El Ambiente pro¬ 
gram has been well received and is 
very popular, the differences in sex¬ 
ual orientation identification with¬ 
in the various Latino groups con¬ 


tinues to be a challenge for HIV 
prevention and public health edu¬ 
cation providers. Still, as research 
continues to be geared towards the 
Latino gay and bisexual male com¬ 
munity, the results continue to re¬ 
veal that the young male popula¬ 
tion levels of high risk activity is ex¬ 
tremely high in proportion to the 
population, and that Latin Ameri¬ 
can perspectives on homosexuality 
and same-sex behavioral practices 
is complex and diverse across na : 
tionalities and ethnicities. 

Historical perspective 

Several research studies com¬ 
piled by San Francisco sociologist 
Stephen O. Murray have shown 
Latino gay and bisexual males 
have the highest rate of high risk 
behavior such as unprotected anal 
intercourse. “Family Planning 
Perspectives” (Forrest, K. A., D. M. 
Austin, M. I. Valdes, E.G. Fuentes, 
and S. R. Wilson, 1993), a study 
that explored the norms and be¬ 
liefs related to HIV prevention 
among California Latino men, fa¬ 
cilitated a predominantly work¬ 
ing-class sample of 75 California 
Latino men ages 18-40. The men 
were involved in seven focus 
groups, each with 10 to 12 partic¬ 
ipants. They discussed ethnic fac¬ 
tors that might enhance or inter¬ 
fere with AIDS prevention efforts.

There were three groups com¬ 
posed of single men, three of 
married men, and one of gay and 
bisexual men. Four groups in¬ 
cluded only participants born 
outside the United States, and 
Spanish was the preferred lan¬ 
guage in five of the overall groups. 

Evaluation of the discussions 
indicated that although AIDS 
awareness is high among this pop¬ 
ulation, condom use is sporadic. 
Few participants knew that some¬ 
one infected with HIV could ap¬ 
pear healthy, and many partici¬ 
pants thought that casual contact 
could transmit HIV. The gay and 
bisexual men were more likely to 
acknowledge that they were at 
some risk of infection. Most of the 


heterosexual men did not perceive 
themselves as being at risk and 
they had ambivalent attitudes to¬ 
wards women who suggested con¬ 
dom use and were often reluctant 
to initiate condom use themselves. 

In a more recent study in 1994, 
“Seroprevalance of HIV and risk 
behaviors among young homo¬ 
sexual and bisexual men: The San 
Francisco/Berkeley Young Men’s 
Survey” published in the Journal 
of the American Medical Associa¬ 
tion, a survey of 425 homosexual 
and bisexual men ages 17-22 were 
recruited from 26 locations dur¬ 
ing 1992-93. Forty percent of the 
95 Latinos had engaged in unpro¬ 
tected anal sex in the six months 
prior to the interview (compared 
to 28 percent of Anglos, 38.5 per¬ 
cent of African-Americans, and 
27 percent of Asian American). 
Out of the 425 who participated 
survey, 18 percent did not know 
that they were HIV-seropositive. 

Representatives from the city 
requested proposals from the var¬ 
ious programs for further con¬ 
tract budget considerations.

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Jeremiah Tower withdraws 
from SFAF award, cites ’93 lawsuit 

Jury found celebrity chef fired worker due to AIDS

- • amed restaurateur Jeremiah 
Tower has withdrawn from 
the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation’s (SFAF) upcoming 
awards dinner, where he was to be 
recognized with the organization’s 
community service award. 
Tower’s decision came one day 
after the Bay Area Reporter con¬ 
tacted SFAF to inquire why it was 
bestowing the award on Tower, a 
Bay Area chef who was found 
guilty several years ago of dis¬ 
criminating against an employee 
with AIDS at his trendy restaurant 
Stars. 

SFAF, which calls Tower an 
“AIDS Warrior” in an April 
newsletter story about the dinner 
that was distributed before his de¬ 
cision to bow out, will not replace 


him and will now only recognize 
attorney Vic Schachter and Amer¬ 
ican Airlines at its 11th annual 
Leadership Dinner on Thursday, 
May 7, said Communications Di¬ 
rector Derek Gordon. 

Reached Monday, April 13,

A 
jury found Tower discriminated 
against the dying waiter but 
awarded him only $30,000 follow¬ 
ing a two-week trial.

Gordon expressed shock at learn¬ 
ing of the 1993 court case that was 
brought by Walter Rolando Igle-

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and didn’t want this to reflect 
badly on the foundation,” said 
Gordon, who called the whole sit¬ 
uation “very regrettable.” 

The personal is political 

Larry Brinkin, with the city’s 
Human Rights Commission 
(HRC), told the B.A.R. that Igle- 
sias, the plaintiff in the lawsuit, 
initially came to the HRC with his 
complaint following his termina¬ 
tion from Stars. Because of that, 
Brinkin declined to discuss 
specifics of the case, but he did 
offer some personal views on the 
situation. 

“The personal is political,” 
Brinkin said. “We all have to ex¬ 
amine what we are doing on a 
personal level, our personal poli¬ 
tics. As an activist, it’s important 
to me to look at both things.” 

Tower was unavailable to com¬ 
ment on his withdrawal from the 
SFAF dinner, and Gordon said 
that the chef would not release a 
copy of the letter he sent to Chris¬ 
ten. 

Gordon said that apparently 
no one involved in the nominat¬ 
ing process was aware of the court 
case five years ago against Tower, 
who is gay. Gordon did say that 
Tower has done “tons of good 
works,” both for the foundation as 
well as numerous other events in 
the gay community and else¬ 
where. “He’s lent Stars to 
fundraisers,” said Gordon. The 
nominations for honorees at the 
Leadership Dinner — one of 
SFAF’s biggest fundraisers — are 
forwarded to the board of direc¬ 
tors from the development de¬ 
partment, and are based on extra¬ 
ordinary things a person has 
done, presumably in the fight 
against HIV/AIDS. The 1997 
“Ends Statement” of the founda¬ 
tion is, “To end the HIV pandem¬ 
ic and the human suffering 
caused by AIDS.” 

Not everyone in the communi¬ 
ty has such short memories. Gay 
stand-up comic Danny Williams 
said the foundation’s selection of 
Tower reminded him of SFAF’s 
decision a couple of years ago to 
have the Salvation Army cater its 
Thanksgiving dinner. The Salva¬ 
tion Army is known for its homo- 
phobic stance. “It shows how out 
of touch they are with the com¬ 
munity,” Williams said. 

Steve Schectman, who was 
Iglesias’s attorney in the court

case, told the B.A.R. that Tower 
was “incredible on the stand,” 
during the November 1993 trial 
and testified he knew nothing 
about AIDS despite evidence to 
the contrary. “He didn’t want it 
perceived that he had people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS at his restaurant. 
The jury found that the deter¬ 
mining factor in firing Walter 
Iglesias was that he had AIDS,” 
said Schectman. 

According to an account in the 
San Francisco Examiner, Tower at¬ 
tended court every day of the trial 
and “appeared flushed at hearing 
the verdicts ... and stormed out of 
the courtroom when the clerk fin¬ 
ished reading them.” Members of 
the jury who were quoted in the 
story said they did not believe 
Tower’s testimony and expressed 
amazement at his professed igno¬ 
rance about AIDS or about the 
fact that one of his most popular 
employees was suffering from it. 
The foreman said the jury found 
it inconceivable that Tower didn’t 
know there were a good number 
of gays working for him or that 
several suffered from AIDS. 

Tower testified that the real 
reason for the firing was that Igle¬ 
sias had refused to serve a party of 
seven a cappuccino souffle, one of 
the restaurant’s more popular 
desserts, so he could leave early. ▼

fej ow that it has 10 years 
under its belt and six figures 
of money raised (well, al¬ 
most) for San Francisco’s new gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
community center, Men’s Associat¬ 
ed Exchange (MAX) is throwing a 
bash next Saturday, April 25 to cel¬ 
ebrate the two admirable feats. 

The party will run from 8 p.m. 
to midnight at the Center for the 
Arts at Yerba Buena Gardens, at 
Third and Mission streets, and all 
proceeds will go to the new com¬ 
munity center project. The event 
is the culmination of MAX’s six- 
month fundraising drive for the 
center, with the goal of raising 
$100,000 from its members, as 
well the celebration of a landmark 
anniversary.

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment ot Fertility: Long-term carcinogenicity studies of nevirapine 
in animals are currently in progress. In genetic toxicology assays, nevirapine showed no evidence of 
mutagenic or clastogenic activity in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including microbial assays for 
gene mutation (Ames: Salmonella strains and £. coll), mammalian cell gene mutation assays 
(CHO/HGPRT), cytogenetic assays using a Chinese hamster ovary cell line and a mouse bone marrow 
micronucleus assay following oral administration. In reproductive toxicology studies, evidence of impaired 
fertility was seen in female rats at doses providing systemic exposure, based on AUC, approximately 
equivalent to that provided with the recommended clinical dose of VIRAMUNE®.

VIRAMUNE® has been studied in two open-label, uncontrolled trials (Bl 882, Bl 892) in 37 HIV-1-infected 
pediatric patients with a median age of 0.9 years (range: 0.1 to 15 years) who were treated for a median 
duration of 20.7 months. Seven patients developed rashes while receiving VIRAMUNE®. In an ongoing, 
controlled trial of VIRAMUNE® combination therapy in HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (ACTG 245), one 
of approximately 288 patients treated with VIRAMUNE® experienced Stevens-Johnson syndrome. 
Because there are no data on multi-dose pharmacokinetics in children, no recommendation on dosing 
can be made. Based on single-dose pharmacokinetics in 9 HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (age 9 mos. 
to 14 years) who were administered nevirapine in a suspension formulation, it appears that oral clearance 
is approximately 2-fold greater in children when compared to adults. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: The most frequently reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNE® therapy were 
rash, fever, nausea, headache, and abnormal liver function tests, 
i The major clinical toxicity of VIRAMUNE® is rash, with VIRAMUNE®-attributable rash occurring in 17% of 
patients in combination regimens in Phase ll/lll controlled studies. Thirty-seven percent of patients treated 
with VIRAMUNE® experienced rash compared with 20% of patients treated in control groups of either 
ZDV+ddl or ZDV alone (Table 1). Severe or life-threatening rash occurred in 7.6% of VIRAMUNE®-treated 
patients compared with 1.2% of patients treated in the control groups. 

Rashes are usually mild to moderate, maculopapular erythematous cutaneous eruptions, with or without 
pruritus, located on the trunk, face and extremities. The majority of severe rashes occurred within the 
first 28 days of treatment; 25% of the patients with severe rashes required hospitalization; and one 
patient required surgical intervention. All patients recovered. Overall, 7% of patients discontinued 
VIRAMUNE® due to rash.

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CCP Board supports 
landmarking Fallon 
Building for gay center

l > he Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Community 
Center Project (CCP) Board 
of Directors now supports desig¬ 
nating the Fallon Building, the 
Victorian at the corner of Octavia 
and Market streets, as a landmark. 
The latest development follows 
the board’s unanimous vote 
Wednesday, April 8 in support of 
a nine-point joint agreement that 
has already been endorsed by the 
two preservationist groups in¬ 
volved in negotiations to save the 
building. 

The Friends of 1800 Market 
Street membership ratified the 
joint agreement at its meeting 
Monday, April 13. The other 
group involved in the agreement 
is the Foundation for San Francis¬ 
co’s Architectural Heritage. 

The CCP board agreed that it 
is willing to support landmark 
designation for the Queen Anne 
Victorian that survived the 1906 
earthquake, based upon an agree¬ 
ment with preservationists that 
limits the amount of restoration 
required for the 101-year-old 
building. Landmark status on a 
building ordinarily requires the 
highest levels of restoration. The 
CCP board had expressed con¬ 
cern that landmark status could 
once again significantly increase 
costs and result in lengthy time 
delays for construction. The 
board and representatives from 
the two preservationist groups, 
however, negotiated what CCP 
Board President Brenda Barnette 
called “a brilliant solution to all 
our needs.” 

The joint agreement puts the 
CCP on record supporting land¬ 
mark status, if it is accompanied 
by a detailed description of the 
design changes that will be made 
to the Victorian to make its 
restoration both affordable and 
more functional. The agreement 
also limits jurisdiction of the city’s 
Landmarks Preservation Adviso¬ 
ry Board to the design of the Fal¬ 
lon Building, and not the new 
structure that will be built along¬ 
side it. 

“It’s crucial to the ability of 


this project to proceed in a timely 
and cost-effective way,” added 
Barnette. 

‘Continue building...’ 

The CCP purchased the Fallon 
Building and adjacent property in 
1996 using $1.1 million in city 
funds. Since then, more than 
$40,000 has been spent in secur¬ 
ing permits, demolishing the 
smaller buildings on the site, and 
hiring a property management 
company to deal with vagrants 
who had repeatedly broken into 
the Fallon Building and even had 
electricity and phone service 
turned on. 

Last month the CCP board re¬ 
versed an earlier decision to de¬ 
molish the building after negotia¬ 
tions with preservationists pro¬ 
duced a set of cost-saving mea¬ 
sures for its restoration. Preserva¬ 
tionists then asked the board to 
agree to landmark status for the 
building, given its visibility on 
Market Street, history, and archi¬ 
tectural merit. 

“It’s an extremely important 


and valuable agreement and rea¬ 
sonable expectations on the part 
of the board,” said CCP board 
member Dana Van Gorder. “I’m 
totally in support of it.” 

Preservationists too, were 
pleased. “I think it’s a slam dunk,” 
said preservationist architect 
Arnold Lerner. 

“This decision allows us to 
build a project whose cost we can 
justify to the city apd private 
donors who are making it possi¬ 
ble,” said Pat Martel, CCP treasur¬ 
er. “It also acknowledges that 1800 
Market Street is an important ar¬ 
chitectural resource for San Fran¬ 
cisco. The agreement permits us, 
at long last, to have our architects 
begin design work so that we can 
bring this important resource to 
life for a community that wants it 
and needs it.” 

Under the joint agreement, the 
goal is to present schematic de¬ 
signs for the exterior elevations of 
the Fallon Building to the full 
landmarks advisory board some¬ 
time in June. Another part of the

Gay cop-and-robber picks Friday 
the 13th as coming out day

A gay former police officer- 
\ turned-escaped-convict 
I from Texas, with a past that 
sounds like the subject of a Hol¬ 
lywood movie, is back in custody. 

After slightly less than a month 
on the lam, Steven Jay Russell is 
cooling his heels in a Fort Laud¬ 
erdale, Florida jail. Russell, who 
was serving a sentence for stealing 
$800,000 from a Houston busi¬ 
ness, has been dubbed “King Con” 
and “Houdini” by authorities for 
slipping out of jails three times — 
always on Friday the 13th. 

He pulled off his most recent 


escape from Houston’s Harris 
County Jail March 13 by posing as 
an inmate dying of AIDS. 

Jail officials said Russell man¬ 
aged to get a “special needs” pa¬ 
role to a south Texas nursing 
home after convincing someone 
to call the jail to release him to a 
Houston hospital for treatment. 

Once loose, Russell was able to 
get his lover, Phillip Morris, trans¬ 
ferred from the Houston jail to a 
Dallas lockup — and then visited 
him several times under authorities’ 
noses by posing as Morris’s lawyer. 

In 1996, he demonstrated his 
nerve by impersonating a judge, 
calling the district clerk’s office, 
ordering his bond reduced from 


$900,000 to $45,000, and walking 
away from the facility. 

Russell is the only inmate to 
have escaped from Harris County 
Jail twice. 

In past escapes, Russell has 
posed as an FBI agent and a physi¬ 
cian. 

Investigators from Texas and 
Florida tracked Russell to Sunrise, 
Florida, where he was arrested 
Tuesday, April 7 as he was getting 
into his car. 

Authorities believe they might 
have a little comfort room as 
arrangements are made to trans¬ 
port Russell from Florida to 
Texas; the next Friday the 13th 
comes in November. T

ACT UP/GG survey: 
Nearly four of ten SF gay 
men are barebacking 

Up from 24% in 1994 Stop AIDS survey

: hirty-seven percent of gay 
men recently surveyed by 
ACT UP/Golden Gate re¬ 
port having had unprotected anal 
sex as a bottom or a top in the last 
six months. Unprotected anal sex, 
sometimes referred to as bare¬ 
backing, is on the rise; in 1994 24 
percent of gay men reported bare¬ 
backing in STOP AIDS street sur¬ 
veys. Although there are no defin¬ 
itive answers to what is driving 
the barebacking phenomenon, 
one thing seems apparent from 
our ACT UP survey data; current 


prevention programs are failing to 
reach everyone and many gay 
men are at risk.

This complication occurred In 19 and 24 percent of the 11,784 pa¬ 
tients with advanced HIV disease who received the two dose lev¬ 
els ot stavudine In the Parallel Track Program'. In patients with 
less advanced HIV inlection in the zidovudine comparative trial, 
peripheral neuropathy occurred In 13 percent ol ZERIT-trealed 
patients as compared to 4 percent ol zidovudine-treated patients. 

Patients should be monitored lor the development ol neuropa¬ 
thy that Is usually characterized by numbness, tingling, or pain In 
the leet or hands. Stavudlne-related peripheral neuropathy may re¬ 
solve It therapy Is withdrawn promptly. In some cases, symptoms 
may worsen temporarily following discontinuation ol therapy. If 
symptoms resolve completely, resumption of treatment may be 
considered at a reduced dose. 

Patients with a history ol peripheral neuropathy are at In¬ 
creased risk lor the development ol neuropathy. II stavudine 
must be administered in this clinical setting, carelul monitoring 
is essential. 

PRECAUTIONS 
Information lor Patients 

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infec¬ 
tion, and that they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with 
HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be 
advised to remain under the care of a physician when using ZERIT. 

Patients should be informed that the most common toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Symptoms of peripheral neuropa¬ 
thy usually include tingling, burning, pain, or numbness in the 
hands or teet. Patients should be counseled that this toxicity occurs 
with greater frequency in patients with a history of peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy. They should be advised that these symptoms should be re¬ 
ported to their physicians and that dose changes may be necessary. 
They should also be cautioned about the use of other medications 
that may exacerbate peripheral neuropathy. 

Caregivers of young children receiving ZERIT therapy should be in¬ 
structed regarding deteebon and reporting of peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of ZERIT 
are unknown at this time. They should be advised that ZERIT thera¬ 
py has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be informed that the Center for Disease Control 
(CDC) recommends that HIV-infected mothers not nurse newborn in¬ 
fants to reduce the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 
Laboratory Tests 

Mid to moderate increases in AST (SGOT) and ALT (SGPT) occurred com¬ 
monly in clinical trials; these did not interfere with continued therapy. 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility 
Long-term carcinogenicity studies of stavudine in animals have not 
been completed. Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli 
reverse mutation, or the CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene 
mutation assays, with and without metabolic activation. Stavudine pro¬ 
duced positive results in the in vitro human lymphocyte clastogen- 
esis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in tne in vivo mouse mi- 
cronudeus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency 
ot chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations 
of 25 to 250 pg/ml, without metabolic activation) and increased 

the liequency ot liansfoimed loci in mouse libioblast cells \ixii 

cenfrabons of 25 to 2500 uoftnL, with and without metabolic activation) 

' The parallel track program (STUDY A1455-900) treated 12.551 HlV-in- 
lected patients with CD4 counts <300/mm > who Had tailed, were intoler¬ 
ant of. or had contraindications to other therapies. 


Pregnancy “Category C”. Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C™) up to 399 and 
183 times, respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day 
and have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fe¬ 
tuses of a common skeletal variation, unossified or incomplete ossi- 
ficabon of stemebra, was increased in rats at 399 limes human exposure, 
while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A slight 
post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure 
with no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human expo¬ 
sure. An increase in early rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days ot age) 
occurred at 399 times the human exposure, while survival of neonates 
was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human exposure A study 
in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through the 
placenta The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-hall 
the concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and 
well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction 
studies are not always predictive of human response, stavudine 
should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers 

Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is excreted in milk. 
Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in 
nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing 
if they are receiving stavudine. This is consistent with the recom¬ 
mendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention that HIV-inIccted mothers not breast-feed their in¬ 
fants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV 
Pediatric Use 

Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from 
adequate and well-controlled studies ot stavudine in adults with ad¬ 
ditional safety data in 115 pediatric patients and pharmacokinetic 
data in 25 of these patients. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV- 
infected pediatric patients (age range: 5 weeks to 15 years, weight 
range: 2 to 43 kg) after IV and oral administration of 0.125. 0.5. 
1. and 2 mg/kg as single doses and as BID regimens. The mean 
± SD absolute bioavailability was 76.9131.7% (n=20). Peak plas¬ 
ma concentration (C„.) and area under the plasma concentration¬ 
time curve (AUC) increased in proportion to dose after both sin¬ 
gle and multiple doses. 

Following intravenous infusions (n=21), the mean * SD volume 
of distribution was 18.5 ± 9.17 L/m'. The distribution of stavudine into 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) was assessed in 8 pediatric patients after 
12 weeks of multiple oral dosing. The concentration of stavudine in 
CSF samples ranged form 0.008 to 0.105 pg/ml at limes ranging from 
2 to 3 hours post-dose (dose ranging Irom 0.125 to 1 mg/kg). CSF 
concentrations ranged from 16% 1o 125% (mean t SD of 59% 135%) 
ot the concentration in simultaneous plasma samples. 

The terminal elimination half-line after oral or intravenous ad¬ 
ministration of stavudine was approximately one hour. The mean ± 
SD total body clearance after intravenous infusion was 247 i 94 
mL/min/m’. The mean ± SD apparent oral clearance was 333 ± 87 
mL/min/m’. The percent ot the dose excreted uncharged in the urine 
was 34.5% after oral administration. 

The clearance of stavudine is related to both body surface area and 
body weight. When dosing according to body weight, the recommended 
dosage for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 kg is 2 mg/kg/day 
in divided doses. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater should 
receive the recommended adult dose. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT (stavudine) is peripheral neuropathy 
(see “WARNINGS" section) 

Adults: Peripheral neuropathy is dose related (see Table 2). 
Modest elevation of hepatic transaminases was also observed com-

men’s sex habits and attitudes 
about changes in the HIV epi¬ 
demic. Some of the results: 

• More than one in three men 
surveyed (37 percent) has 

been a top or a bottom in 
~ anal sex without a con- 
^ dom (barebacked) in 
the last six months (41 
percent among those 
surveyed in sex clubs, 33 
percent among those 
surveyed on the 
street). 

• Almost half of 
the those who bare- 
back are HIV-negative or did not 
know their HIV status (46 per¬ 
cent). 

• More than a quarter (28 per¬ 
cent) of those who bareback have 
sex to ejaculation (nearly equal 
rate among both negative and 
positive people who bareback). 

• Half of the HIV-positive men 
in the overall survey are not wor¬ 
ried about reinfection with HIV. 

• Of those who bareback, 30 
percent report that they are hav¬ 
ing riskier sex now than a year ago 
(vs. 18 percent of those who do 
not bareback). 

Other studies, 
similar results 

Our survey results are not sur¬ 
prising to Dan Wohlfeiler, educa¬ 
tion director for the STOP AIDS 
Project, one of San Francisco’s 
leading HIV prevention groups 
serving gay men. “Your numbers 
aren’t that different from ours,” 
says Wohlfeiler. “Ours is just a big¬ 
ger sample, based on almost 
22,000 surveys. Our analysis — 
which we did with the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health — is liter¬ 
ally just out of the computer and 
I’m glad to make it public. 

“Back in 1994, 24 percent of 
the men our outreach volunteers 
spoke with reported having un¬ 
protected anal sex with two or 
more partners. That has steadily 
increased, to the point where now 
33 percent report the same behav¬ 
ior. More worrisome: 32 percent 
of the guys who reported having 
unprotected anal sex with two or 
more partners did not know their 
partners’ HIV status. So while cer¬ 
tainly some of the unprotected 
sex is attributable to negotiated 
safety — people choosing to have 
sex with men of their own HIV 
status — these numbers show 
that some men are not going that 
route, and are having unprotect¬ 
ed anal sex with multiple partners 
without finding out their part¬ 
ners’ status.” 

Mitch Katz, Director of Public 
Health, agrees ACT UP/Golden 
Gate’s “results are quite consistent 
with other studies, including the 
recent young men’s study, that 
over 30 percent of men who have 
sex with men have had unprotect¬ 
ed anal intercourse in the prior six 
months.” 

Is it the drugs? 

Some speculate that there is 
more barebacking because gay 
men think that HIV is not as risky 
as it was before the introduction 
of protease inhibitors and other 
new treatment advances. Our sur-

he authors of the two stud¬ 
ies most cited by critics of 
needle exchange programs 
have concluded that U.S. officials 
have misinterpreted the results of 
their studies. In a powerful opin¬ 
ion piece in the New York Times 
on Thursday, April 9, Drs. Julie 
Bruneau and Martin T. Schechter 
debunked claims by some major 
U.S. officials, including Drug Czar 
Barry McCaffrey, that needle ex¬ 
change programs do not reduce 
the spread of HIV. 

“As one of the authors of the 
Canadian studies, I must point 
out that some U.S. officials have 
misinterpreted our research,” said 
Schechter. “Our research showed 
that needle exchange is a neces¬ 
sary but not sufficient component 
of HIV prevention efforts. Clean 
needles are only part of the solu¬ 
tion. A comprehensive approach 
that includes needle exchange, 
healthcare, treatment for drug ad¬ 
diction, social support, and coun¬ 
seling is also needed.” 

Numerous studies have con¬ 
cluded that needle exchange pro¬ 
grams dramatically reduce the 
spread of HIV and do not en¬ 
courage drug use. Given the

strength of the evidence support¬ 
ing needle exchange programs, 
opponents have had very little in¬ 
formation to use as evidence 
against needle exchanges. Oppo¬ 
nents have frequently cited the 
Canadian studies as evidence that 
needle exchange programs do not 
stem HIV infections. 

Needle exchange programs are 
supported by the American Med¬ 
ical Association, the National 
Academy of Sciences, the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion, the American Public Health 
Association as well as the Ameri¬ 
can Bar Association and the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors. ▼

vey data indicate that men who 
bareback seem to have somewhat 
more faith in the new treatments 
than those who do not bareback 
— 69 percent of the barebackers 
agreed (or somewhat agreed) that 
“HIV was no longer the death 
sentence it used to be” vs. 61 per¬ 
cent of the non-barebackers. 

Others have argued that the 
availability of Post Exposure Pro¬ 
phylaxis (using anti-HIV drugs in 
the hours after being exposed to 
stay negative) is causing gay men 
to abandon safer sex practices. 
Our survey showed a slightly 
higher opinion or awareness of 
Post Exposure Prophylaxis (PEP) 
among those who bareback — 24 
percent of those who bareback 
agreed (of somewhat agreed) with 
the statement “there is a morning- 
after pill I can take for HIV” vs. 13 
percent of those who do not bare- 
back. 

Have condom-centered 
prevention programs 
failed barebackers? 

In our ACT UP survey, twice as 
many of the HIV-negative men 
who bareback agreed (or some¬ 
what agreed) that they are tired of 
using condoms (40 percent vs. 20 
percent of the HIV-negative men 
who did not bareback). Our sur¬ 
vey suggests that current preven¬ 
tion strategies, centered around 
the condom code, are not relevant 
to the growing number of gay 
men who bareback: twice as many 
men who bareback said that cur¬ 
rent HIV prevention programs 
are not relevant and do not help 
them stay safe (37 percent for 
those who bareback vs. 18 percent 
for those who did not). 

Race Bannon, a local sex ac¬ 
tivist who has worked on sex 
panic issues, says “I believe that 
the increase in barebacking is a 
phenomenon that is likely to con¬ 
tinue its rise within our commu¬ 
nity and'that prevention efforts 
must address this reality directly. 
While I do not personally endorse 
barebacking, it would be foolish 
to ignore its ramifications. Our 


community must be careful not to 
scapegoat in order to come up 
with a reason for barebacking’s 
popularity. As with so many sex¬ 
uality issues, the reasons for bare¬ 
backing are complex and no one 
fully understands them. The con¬ 
venient, but misguided, explana¬ 
tion would be that ‘sex is the 
enemy’ — and such a viewpoint 
would spawn a whole new round 
of sex-negative prevention cam¬ 
paigns that would ultimately fail.” 

Tom Coates, Director of 
UCSF’s AIDS Research Institute, 
agrees that prevention agencies 
need to address barebacking with¬ 
in the community. Coates says, 
“the agencies should be holding 
conversations with the communi¬ 
ty to understand better who is 
barebacking and why. I think that 
there is probably a variety of mo¬ 
tivations behind barebacking and 
we don’t fully understand all of 
them. 

“It is also the case that the 
message is out there, and that 
people think it is dangerous — 
and that’s probably why they do 
it. It’s both dangerous and defiant, 
and the gay community has al¬ 
ways enjoyed being dangerous 
and defiant. That’s how we got to 
where we are now. We need to 
continue to be dangerous and de¬ 
fiant — it pushed us ahead in the 
battle against AIDS — but we also 
need to be around so that we sur¬ 
vive and that’s why barebacking 
concerns me. Danger and defi¬ 
ance are interesting, but HIV is 
lethal.” 

The SF Department of Public 
Health is in the planning phases 
of a study, directed by Dr. Susan 
Buchbinder and Dr. Grant Colfax, 
to determine how prevention 
messages need to change to reflect 
changes in treatment of HIV dis¬ 
ease. In the meantime, other com¬ 
munities, notably Boston, have 
begun poster campaigns dis¬ 
cussing misconceptions that the 
epidemic may be over. Clearly, the 
rise in bareback sex is one more 
indication that more needs to be 
done in our community to ad¬ 
dress the changes issues negative 
and positive men confront in 
keeping themselves healthy in the 
new era of HIV treatment. ▼

SAP gives out 500,000 condoms

f lined up end to end in their 
snazzy green wrappers, the 
number of condoms distrib¬ 
uted in gay bars and stores by Stop 
AIDS Project (SAP) would span al¬ 
most 18 miles — 17.76 miles to be 
exact. Since last September, when 
the condom giveaway program 
started, 500,000 of them will have 
been handed out at 76 area busi¬ 
nesses by the end of this month; 
SAP staff, board members, and 
local officials celebrated that feat at 
a reception Monday, April 13. 

The Condoms Now! program 
has been one of the city’s success 
stories in HIV prevention and was 
truly something that started as a 
grass roots effort, said Timothy 
Leifield, SAP executive director. 
Not many bar owners attended 
the reception that was held for 
them, although they did donate 
beverages for the event. San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisors Tom Ammiano 
and Leslie Katz were on hand, 
along with representatives from 
Mayer Laboratories, distributors 
of the Kimono Select condoms, 
and Health Director Dr. Mitch 
Katz, and Barry Brinkley, the city’s 
HIV prevention director. 

“We’re celebrating an idea that 
was born in the community,” said 
Leifield, adding that the Bay Area 
Reporter was one of those leading 
the effort along with activists 
Michael Petrelis, Tamara Ching, 
and Philip Turner, owner of 
Daddy’s Bar. Turner was an early 
proponent of the program and 
has been buying his own con¬ 
doms since he opened the bar. 
Elected leaders took up the mat¬ 
ter and funding was approved in

last year’s budget. 

A breakdown of the numbers 
is impressive. Leading the way is 
the Cafe, which has distributed 
20,592 condoms. That prompted 
Leslie Katz to joke, “The Cafe is 
not a lesbian bar anymore. 

“The number of condoms dis¬ 
tributed has exceeded our expec¬ 
tations. Last year, it was said I was 
the ‘condom queen,’ and it was an 
honor to carry the legislation,” 
Katz said. 

Smaller bars have also given 
out lots of condoms — 18,144 at 
The Stud, for example. And Am¬ 
miano pointed out that SAP has 
made inroads into bars and mer¬ 
chants that serve communities of 
color. At Esta Noche customers 
have taken 17,712 rubbers. 

“This is great,” said Ammiano. 
“Even if it’s a small step like this, 
we know how important it can be.” 

Steven Gibson, community or¬ 
ganizer with SAP, said the distrib¬ 
ution program is going well. He 
has continued working with bar 
and club owners, getting them to 
keep the containers full and get-

ting more condoms to them with¬ 
in 48 hours of receiving a call if 
they run out of the latex. Interest¬ 
ed businesses that aren’t involved 
with the program are welcome to 
come aboard, he added. ■ 

“It’s refreshing to see that these 
76 businesses in San Francisco are 
demonstrating a true commitment 
to keeping their customers safe,” 
Gibson said. “The participating 
businesses recognize that it not 
only makes good business sense, 
but that it’s the right thjng to do for 
the community that they serve.” 

Activists like Petrelis began de¬ 
manding free condom distribu¬ 
tion in October 1996; surprising¬ 
ly, San Francisco, with its much- 
touted “model” for HIV/AIDS 
prevention, lacked a year-round 
condom distribution program. It 
took a year of slugging through 
the bureaucratic maze and estab¬ 
lishing rapport with bar owners 
before SAP began the program 
just in time for last year’s popular 
Folsom Street Fair. 


Figures show SAP’s outreach 
did expand during 1996-97; of 
9,385 outreach contacts, just over 
10 percent was with Latinos, and 6 
percent was with African-Ameri¬ 
cans. The majority of outreach, al¬ 
most 68 percent, was with Cau¬ 
casians. Outreach contacts took 
place on the streets, in bars and 
dance clubs, and other venues that 
cater to gay and bisexual men. 
They consisted of a behavioral sur¬ 
vey, a conversation about risk re¬ 
duction and safe sex, and an invi¬ 
tation to workshops and events. ▼

ometimes, it’s tough being 
too good. Take the Hot 
I P Shots, the Bay Area’s gay 
basketball team. They took their 
last two tournaments easily with 
no losses. With an A team and B 
team, it’s more"of a battalion. 

The A squad recently won the 
Chicago Shamrock Classic and 
last fall’s Bean Pot Classic in 
Boston. “The B team has done 
pretty well, too,” said Coach Tony 
Jasinski. With ten men on their A 
and B team, plus a few extras, it 
makes for a powerful group of 
guys on the court. 

The Hot Shots have the advan¬ 
tage of being a popular sport, and 
they play in the queer-centrally 
located Eureka Valley Gym, and 
Jasinski is the man keeping things 
going, despite occasional snafus. 
More than once he’s had to track 
down a weekend Parks & Rees 
manager to get into the building, 
but that problem should have 
been cleared up by now. 

Although the rosters for Gay 
Games’ A and B teams are set, 
they’re still looking for players for 
a local league. “We could use some 
more,” Jasinski said. “A number of 
regular guys may drop out.” 

The local gay league at Eureka 
Valley Gym is popular enough to 
require advance sign-ups and a 
draft. “Fifty-four players sign up, 
first come first serve,” Jasinski 
said. “Typically each team may 
have a few straight guys.” While 
the league is known to be gay, they 
do not discriminate. 

“It’s more of a friendly league,” 


Tony said. “Guys that are buddies 
usually don’t end up together. We 
like to make it more egalitarian.” 
And with three refs on the court, 
it should be good and fair, as well. 

Jasinski is also keeping tabs on 
the competition. “In Amsterdam, 
there should six teams in men’s bas¬ 
ketball. Out of those, five are from 
California.” So it will mostly be 
competition with other U.S. teams. 

How are things looking 
for Amsterdam? “I know 
they’re really over¬ 
whelmed and they are 
doing their best,” he said, 
noting that his registration 
has not been confirmed. As 
to team travel, the guys are 
making their own way 
there. “Everybody has 
their own plans to see 
another country.” 

Jasinski mentioned 
that Gay Games details 
are problematic. “It’s easy to 
whine. I’ve seen a lot of people tak¬ 
ing potshots. That’s not helpful. 
They can’t do everything to every¬ 
body’s satisfaction in terms of each 
event and what’s going on.” 

Upcoming events include a 
beer bust fundraiser at the Eagle 
Saturday May 30. Because most of 
the gay teams still don’t have 
sponsors, “It’s nice for them to 
support us.” 

Super Stars 

So far over 400 people are reg¬ 
istered in basketball. One quarter 
of those are from the US, and ac¬ 
cording to Dutch rosters, 70 per¬ 
cent are women! Among those 
ranks are the Bay Area’s women’s 
team, the Oakland Stars. 


“We’re all from Oakland, but 
we are affiliated with Team San 
Francisco,” said Fran Simon, who 
admits she’s become the point 
woman for lesbian women’s bas¬ 
ketball by default. “Actually, we’re 
looking for a coach,” she said of 
the fledgling team, which should 
no doubt bring back some victo¬ 
ries despite their current coach- 
lessness. Simon is hoping an ex¬ 
perienced coach will step in and 
help out. 

The team came 
together recently 
when several women played 
pick up games at Mills Col¬ 
lege on Sunday mornings. 
Many have played with the 
San Francisco Park & 
Recreation’s Women’s 
League, in A and BB 
league teams. 

“It’s a very friendly 
group of players,” she 
said. “We haven’t formally started 
training,” she said. “We just en¬ 
tered the Eureka Valley Women’s 
League.” They plan to have prac¬ 
tices once a week. 

“We’re really excited about 
going,” said Simon, who played 
basketball and softball in the 1994 
Gay Games in New York. A lot of 
the women are college players, so 
they bring quite a bit of experi¬ 
ence, which may spell medals 
come August. But Simon focuses 
on the camaraderie over compe¬ 
tition. “What we’re looking for¬ 
ward to is playing teams form Eu¬ 
ropean countries.” 

This week is the Oakland Stars’ 
first game in the Eureka Spring 
Women’s Basketball League. In 
winter they played on two sepa-

formed into what will hopefully 
become a standard: a lesbian 
women’s basketball team, where 
of course all women are welcome. 

Women’s basketball fans are 
encourage to stop by the Eureka 
Valley Gym to see them. What 
better date material than watching 
a game of basketball in a dyke and 
homo-friendly gym? 

Courtly behavior 

Among the Hot Shots is 
Jerome Louis, who is “very psy¬ 
ched to go to Amsterdam. I’m 
playing basketball on the B squad 
and tennis.” 

Of his teammates, Louis says, 
“The A team is stacked. We look 
for them to bring us the gold. The 
B team wants to compete and try 
to place like we did in Vancouver 
in ’90. They’re a tall team. That 


will help us a lot in the tourna¬ 
ment.” 

He doesn’t however, want peo¬ 
ple to think that the league is only 
for hard players. “All skill levels are 
encouraged to play. It really is 
recreational style. People should 
not be intimidated.” 

A basketballer since junior 
high school in North Carolina, 
Louis calls himself a “military late 
bloomer,” one of those jocks who 
played sports and “had inklings” 
about being gay. Being later sta¬ 
tioned at Treasure Island helped 
him gradually find other gay men 
only a bridge away. 

He says sports helped him find 
a community. “Off the court they 
can just as easily shout out ‘girl¬ 
friend.’ It’s no different. I wish so¬ 
ciety would see it the same way. I 
know gay athletes are in all sports. 
They’re there.” T

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Court ruling 
stops overhead 
searches for 
indoor pot farms

he 9th Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals has ruled that police 
must obtain a search war¬ 
rant before “entering” a person’s 
home by scanning it with a heat¬ 
seeking device. 

The case involved a marijuana- 
grower whose operation was, in 
part, detected by a heat-radiation 
scan of his home. The court ruled 
the scan violated the Constitu¬ 
tion’s Fourth Amendment ban on 
unreasonable search and seizure. 

Judge Robert Merhige wrote 
that the technique “strips the 
sanctuary of the home of one vital 
dimension of its security: the 
right to be let alone from the ar¬ 


bitrary and discretionary moni¬ 
toring of our actions by govern¬ 
ment officials.” 

The heat-seeking devices de¬ 
tect the heat from the high inten¬ 
sity lamps used by pot-growers as 
a light source in their inside oper¬ 
ations. 

Such devices as Forward Look¬ 
ing Infrared, or FLIR, are used to 
find fleeing suspects or people 
who are lost. They have extreme¬ 
ly sensitive photoelectric cells that 
can detect minute differences in 
the temperatures of objects. 

The court ruled in last week’s 
opinion that the images that re¬ 
sult from scanning a home with 
an infrared device are sufficiently 
“intimate” as to constitute a 
Fourth Amendment violation. ▼ 


16-year-old gets 15 years 
for sex with 13-year-old 


II n February, 16-year old Joe 

Daniel Swick pleaded guilty in 
II February to sexually assaulting 
a 13-year-old boy in his home. 

On Thursday, April 9, the 
Dumfries, Virginia teenager was 
sentenced to 15 years in an adult 
prison for it. 

The teenager received almost 
twice as much jail time as 25-year- 
old John Timothy Reel, who also 
participated in the 1996 assault. 

Reed was sentenced to 8 1/2 
years in jail after making a tearful 
apology in February.

n England, land of Willie

Pope, two million ostensibly 
sane citizens regularly sit down in 
front of the tube to watch the 
“landmark preschool comedy” 
Teletubbies, now spread irrevoca¬ 
bly to our shores and broadcast 
weekday mornings on PBS. All 
the advance hype in supposedly 
serious newspapers piqued our 
interest, so we tuned in to catch 
the adventures of ’tubbies Tinky 
Winky, Dipsy, Laa-Laa, and Po, 
kewpie doll-like creatures with 
video screens on their tummies 
and bizarre antennae sprouting 
from their terry-cloth heads. 

Do one-year-olds really need a 
TV show just for them? We’re not

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'Do I Hear a Waltz?' 

Venetian holiday

ne of the miracles of theater 

: . is how the mind can become 
a willing partner in its own 
deception. How else to explain 
how readily we paint in scenes of 
Venice on the blank stage canvas at 
the New Conservatory Theatre? 
The actors may sometimes be 
holding scripts, and the entire cast 
stays in view on a row of Spartan 
chairs, but it’s easy to believe a 
gondola is just out of sight. 

The 42nd Street Moon compa¬ 
ny is opening its sixth season of 
“lost musicals” with Do I Hear a 
Waltz?, a 1965 musical that follows 
the romantic misadventures of 
Leona Samish, a lonely American 
tourist in Venice. While the musi¬ 
cal has its obvious flaws — it prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t be “lost” if it didn’t 
— there are still many pleasures in 
this chance finally to encounter the 
musical beyond its cast album. 

Back in 1965, Do I Hear a 
Waltz? promised a meeting of 
Broadway generations, as the al¬ 
ready legendary composer Richard 
Rodgers teamed with the preco¬ 
cious lyricist Stephen Sondheim. 
But the creative marriage turned 
out to be more shotgun than bliss¬ 
ful. Predictably, Sondheim wanted 
a darker approach and Rodgers a 
sunnier one, and the blurred re¬ 
sults satisfied no one. 

There are only hints of Sond- 
- heim’s trenchant wit and clever 
rhymes as he opts to match the 
conventional melodies that 
Rodgers was providing. While a 
novelty song about the rigors of 
traveling by plane or how a tourist 
should bargain with local mer¬ 
chants is fine as lightweight musi¬ 
cal comedy fare, one can only 
imagine how hard Sondheim must 
have swallowed to write the words. 

Giddiness turns dark 

The musical is an adaptation 
of Arthur Laurents’ play The Time 
of the Cuckoo, which became bet¬ 
ter known in its screen version, 
Summertime, starring Katharine 
Hepburn as the husband-hunting 
tourist in Venice. In its musical 
form, the tale has a Broadway gid¬ 
diness before turning surprisingly 
dark in its final scenes. 

Director Greg MacKellan’s pol¬ 
ished staging is equally confident in 
both of the musical’s moods. He 
and his cast are able to convey the 
spirit of the traditional Broadway 
musical, but when the storm clouds 
roll in, no punches are pulled. 

Marsha Mercant is excellent as 
Leona, the kind of thirtysomething 
character who used to be called a 
spinster. Mercant expertly paints a 
woman who is both perky and 
slightly desperate, and her second- 
act meltdown is convincingly han¬ 
dled. And the lady can sing. 

As Renato Di Rossi, a married 
Venetian who courts a wavering 
Leona, Joe Giuffre offers a 
thoughtful, sensitive and appeal¬ 
ing performance. His voice can be 
thin, and his songs don’t always 
register, but he can hit the big 
notes when the chips are down. 

The strong work continues in 
Kelly Ground’s forceful perfor¬ 
mance as the libidinous innkeep¬ 
er and Caroline Altman’s humor¬ 
ous turn as her often-addled 
maid. Steve Rhyne and Dyan 
McBride as a sparring couple, and 
Robin Steeves and Sean Sharp as 
an if-it’s-Tuesday-this-must-be- 
Venice couple smartly fill up the 
pensione, while youngsters Dar¬ 
ren Criss as a friendly urchin and 


Zac Moon as Renato’s solemn son 
add to the stylish proceedings. 
Musical director Brandon Adams 
lends assured accompaniment 
from an onstage piano. 

Do I Hear a Waltz? may have 
been an unhappy experience for 
its creators, but what they 
wrought is perfect for 42nd Street 
Moon. So grab the K, L or M gon¬ 
dola and get off at Venice — I 
mean Van Ness. T

Season of dames

F or its sixth season of “lost musicals,” 42nd Street Moon is cel- 
ebrating the “Delicious Dames of Broadway.” Great parts for 
women and/or parts that were played by the female greats pro¬ 
vided the criteria for the season's offerings. 

“We have so many terrific female performers that we want to 
feature, and it seems it has been women for the most part who have 
star-driven the Broadway vehicles,” said Greg MacKelian, who 
shares the Producing Artistic Director title with Stephanie Rhoads. 

42nd Street Moon calls its productions “concert readings,” hut 
while performers occasionally refer to scripts, the musicals are staged 
with hints of choreography. The goal, MacKelian said, is to find wor¬ 
thy material that has fallen through the cracks over the years. 

“We want to do things beyond the Hello, Dollyl/Fiddler on the 
Roof axis,” MacKelian said. “There is a danger in just doing any¬ 
thing because it’s obscure, but for the most part we’ve done shows 
by the great composers. We’re trying to find things that people are 
not going to able to see anywhere else ” 

Here is 42nd Street Moon’s 1998 season at the New Conserva¬ 
tory Theatre: 

Do I Hear a Walt2? (through May 3) — Opened 1965 at the 
46th Street Theatre (now the Richard Rodgers); 220 performances. 
See accompanying review. 

Girl Crazy (Aug. 5-23) — Opened 1930 at the Alvin Theatre (now 
the Neil Simon); 272 performances. Tale of a New York playboy who 
turns a dusty Arizona farm into a song-and-dance dude ranch. Songs 
by George and Ira Gershwin include “I Got Rhythm” and “Embrace- 
able You.” “We wanted to do a George Gershwin show, because this 
year is his 100th birthday, and this is sort of the definitive Gershwin 
hit,’’MacKelian said. "And the framework of our season, featuring fe¬ 
male stars, limited what Gershwin show we could do, and this was a 
double-header: Ginger Rogers and Ethel Merman.” 

Redhead (Sept. 2-20) — Opened 1959 at the 46th Street The¬ 
ater; 452 performances. Originally conceived as a vehicle for Beat¬ 
rice Lillie, this murder-mystery musical was reconfigured for the 
talents of Gwen Verdon, who played a young woman working in a 
wax museum stalked by a serial killer in Victorian London. The 
score is by Albert Hague and Dorothy Fields. “We wanted to do a 
Gwen Verdon show,” MacKelian said. “It was either going to be Red¬ 
head or New Girl in Town, and Redhead seemed to be the quirkier 
choice because it’s a murder mystery, and because it was a major hit 
that has virtually disappeared ” Lesley Hamilton, a 42nd Street 
Moon veteran, is taking on the challenge of filling VerdonYshoes. 

A Tree Grows in Brooklyn (Sept. 30-Oct. 18) — Opened 1951 
at the Alvin Theatre; 270 performances. Arthur Schwartz and 
Dorothy Fields provided the songs in a musical adaptation of Betty 
Smith’s bestselling autobiographical novel of the loving but trou¬ 
bled Nolan clan. “A lot of our audience requested the show,” 
MacKelian said. “It’s got a good book, a really terrific score, and 
two terrific star parts for women ” 

Nymph Errant (Oct. 28-Nov. 15)—Opened 1933 at the Adel- 
phi Theatre in London; 154 performances. Gertrude Lawrence 
starred in Cole Porter’s racy musical about a young English¬ 
woman’s search for romance and adventure. “We wanted to do a 
Gertrude Lawrence show, and lady in the Dark was iffy if it was 
going to be available to us,” MacKelian said. “This show has only 
been produced in the United States once, yet was a huge hit in Lon¬ 
don, and it was Porter’s own personal favorite of his scores” 

Call Me Madam (Nov. 25-Dec. 20) — Opened 1950 at the Im¬ 
perial Theatre; 644 performances. Ethel Merman played the host¬ 
ess with the mostes’ in Irving Berlin’s satire of Washington, DC. 
“We’re sort of crossing the line with this one,” MacKelian said, “be¬ 
cause it's certainly not a lost musical. But we wanted to do one of 
the later Merman shows, and we had Meg Mackay for the role, and 
it seemed like a perfect marriage.” ▼

• e have lived with the ever-

Cher for over thirty years 
now. More than once, the public 
has written her off, only to wit¬ 
ness her re-emerge in yet another 
incarnation. Things may have 
been quiet on the Cher front for 
the last couple of years, but it 
seems she’s preparing yet another 
assault on our sensibilities. 

In January, Cher jumped back 
onto the front pages as she eulo¬ 
gized her former husband and 
singing partner, Sonny Bono. At 
the Oscars in March, she upstaged 
everyone with a wonderfully 
wacky beaded see-through Bob 
Mackie gown topped with a tri¬ 
corner heart-shaped headpiece. 

This Sunday, April 19, she is to 
receive the “Vanguard Award” 
from the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation 
(GLAAD) in Los Angeles in 
recognition of her work with Par¬ 
ents, Friends and Families of Les¬ 
bians and Gays (PFLAG), Nation¬ 
al Coming Out Day, and AmFAR. 
“The reason this award from 
GLAAD means so much to me,” 
said Cher, “is because I’m being 
honored by the gay community, a 
group of people who have stood 
by me through thick and thin.” 

As for her career, television, 
movie, and recording projects are 
once more in development. She 
will be hosting a CBS special on 
May 20, “Cher Remembers 
Sonny,” commemorating their va¬ 
riety series from the ’70s. Other 
television projects include co-ex¬ 
ecutive producing a Film, Oak 
Ridge, for NBC’s 1998/99 season, 
plans for her to guest star on an 
upcoming X Files episode, and 
continuing negotiations for her 
own weekly sitcom. On the big 
screen, she begins working in July 
with Franco Zeffirelli on his film 
Tea with Mussolini, to feature An¬ 
gela Lansbury, Joan Plowright, 
and Rosemary Harris. 

Repackaged 

Sonny Bono’s unexpected 
death has unleashed a re-packag- 
ing of many of their early record¬ 
ings. Reprise has Cher working 
with Junior Vasquez on new ma- 


five years because I was a singer. 
Now everybody is worried people 
aren’t going to accept me as a 
singer because I’m an actress,” she 
said of this period. However, in 
1987 she signed with former 
amour David Geffen’s label, and 
turned out a string of power bal¬ 
lads that included “After All,” “If I 
Could Turn Back Time,” and a re¬ 
make of “The Shoop Shoop Song 
(It’s In His Kiss).” 

In this decade, Cher morphed 
herself into a ’90s infomercial 
queen selling perfume; hawking 
hair-care products; endorsing 
health clubs, fitness workout 
videos and books; and mailing us 
her Sanctuary catalog of Gothic 
chotchkes. Artistically, her output 
has been meager: cameos in two 
Altman films, and a stilted perfor¬ 
mance in Paul Mazursky’s fiasco 
Faithful. Last season, she tried her 
hand directing and starring in an 
episode of HBO’s highly-rated If 
These Walls Could Talk. 

However, we will now have an 
opportunity to grapple with her 
more serious side once again. She 
has changed agents, media han¬ 
dlers, and managers, wanting to 
get her career back on higher 
ground. Looks like we’ll all be deal¬ 
ing with Cher well into the next 
millennium. “People forget I’ve 
been away and come back... When 
I come back, I come back in a big 
way,” she has warned us before. 

For over three decades, Cher has 
entertained us with her talent and 
her forthrightness, continually 
metamorphosing herself un¬ 
abashedly in the public eye, while 
tantalizing us with her failed boy- 
toy romances, fashion faux'pas, 
plastic surgeries, and tattooed body 
parts. “My life isn’t up for criticism, 
just my work,” she has often said. It 
should be fun to watch as Cher gets 
back to work. V

terial, including covers of John 
Paul Young’s “Love Is In The Air,” 
Alison Moyet’s “Invisible,” and a 
Dusty Springfield tune. Vasquez 
mixed some of the songs on 
Cher’s 1996 release It’s A Man’s 
World, which was critically ac¬ 
claimed and sold well in Europe, 
but stiffed here in the States. 

As we prepare for the latest Cher 
onslaught, let’s take a moment to 
review a career that has had many 
transformations. In the ’60s, she 
played the role of a bell-bottomed, 
overly mascaraed folk rocker, pro¬ 
ducing a slew of hits with Sonny 
that included “I Got You Babe,” 
“Bang, Bang (My Baby Shot Me 
Down),” “The Beat Goes On,” and 
“You Better Sit Down, Kids.” 

Sonny and Cher recreated 
themselves for the ’70s into Las 
Vegas glitz and lite comic patter. 
Their successful weekly television 
show often featured more cos¬ 
tumes than music or comedy. 
Looking back at that time, Cher 
has said, “People regarded me as a 
clothes hanger more than an en¬ 
tertainer. They thought I was 
what I looked like.” By the mid- 
70s, Cher had left Sonny behind 
and gave us such memorably 
trashy story songs as “Gypsies, 
Tramps, and Thieves,” “Half 
Breed,” and “Dark Lady.” At the 
end of the decade, she reinvented 
herself once more with a disco hit, 


“Take Me Home.” 

Cher the actress blossomed in 
the ’80s. Although she had two 
still-born movie roles in the six¬ 
ties, in Good Times and Chastity, it 
wasn’t until Robert Altman cast 
her in his Broadway production of 
Come Back to the Five and Dime, 
Jimmy Dean, Jimmy Dean that she 
Was taken seriously. Seeing her in 
this production, Mike Nichols cast 
her opposite Meryl Streep in Silk- 
wood as an unadorned nuclear 
plant worker. Leading roles fol¬ 
lowed as a no-nonsense biker 
mom in Mask, a divorcee seduced 
by the devil (Jack Nicholson) in 
The Witches of Eastwick, an over¬ 
earnest public defender in Suspect, 
an eccentric single mother in Mer¬ 
maids, and her Academy Award¬ 
winning performance as a drab 
Italian bookkeeper who throws 
everything over for Nicholas Cage 
in Moonstruck.

Evaporated Milk

he long-delayed arrival of 
the San Francisco Opera 
II recording of Harvey Milk 
(Teldec, 2 CDs) has turned what 
was a literally momentous musi¬ 
cal event into something of an an¬ 
ticlimax. The Milk , it would ap¬ 
pear, has evaporated in the can. 

When the co-commissioning 
San Francisco Opera produced 
the Stewart Wallace-Michael 
Korie piece at the Orpheum The¬ 
atre in 1996, it was as if Harvey 
Milk had in every sense finally ar¬ 
rived. Although it had already had 
its premiere at Houston Grand 
Opera and a revival at New York 
City Opera, in the city whose his¬ 
tory it told, it played in a signifi¬ 
cantly revised version, one its cre¬ 
ators endorsed, and one that au¬ 
diences and critics who had seen 
both versions agreed represented 
a substantial improvement. Even 
though the seismic retrofitting of 
the Opera House that season 
meant the opera could not be per¬ 
formed in the place where then- 
San Francisco Supervisor Milk at¬ 
tended a performance of Tosca the 
weekend before his assassination, 
it seemed fitting enough that the 
opera was performed in the shad¬ 
ow of a City Hall — where the as¬ 
sassination took place — itself 
shrouded for a retrofit. The 
penultimate performance even 
coincided with the annual Can¬ 
dlelight March memorializing the 
twin assassinations of Milk and 
Mayor George Moscone, the sub¬ 
ject of the opera’s final scene. Ge¬ 
ography, history, ritual, and art 
mingled potently. 

Legions of people prepared to 
hate the piece well before the cur¬ 
tain first went up on November 9 
— for a list of reasons that only 
began with imagined misrepre¬ 
sentations of the events in the life 
of a gay saint — found themselves 
convinced by its artistic truth and, 
ultimately, deeply moved. After 
the run I had occasion to speak 
with several performers who took 
part in the historical events as well 
as the opera drawn from them — 
all of whom acknowledged over¬ 
coming an initial distaste for the 
piece (the music, mostly) and be¬ 
coming swept up in its spirit. 

Even at the time, a CD-only 
recording of Harvey Milk seemed 
nonsensical. The Opera has, after 
all, made commercial videos of far 
less compelling (to say nothing of

important) productions, and 
Christopher Alden’s visually vibrant 
and dramatically strong produc¬ 
tion, with its brilliantly cinematic 
compression of decades of gay his¬ 
tory, made at least as important a 
contribution as Wallace’s score or 
Korie’s libretto. The release of the 
you-had-to-be-there Teldec CDs 
now confirms that far more than a 
really good show has been lost. 

On its own, strictly musical 
terms, the recording is a success. 
Made in Davies Hall at the end of 
the run, it’s in exceptionally good 
sound, and the performances all 
around are accomplished. The 
cast sounds anything but tired, 
and the orchestra, playing bril¬ 
liantly under Donald Runnicles, 
can be heard with far greater clar¬ 
ity than the Orpheum’s deeply re¬ 
cessed pit ever allowed. 

Missing charge 

But there’s no mistaking that 
it’s a studio performance. What’s 
missing isn’t just a sense of occa¬ 
sion, but the unique charge of a 
publicly enacted theatrical ritual. 
Any gains in digital clarity are 
meager compensation. 

Without the visuals to lend co¬ 
herence, virtually all of the first 
CD is reduced to aural gibberish. 
What felt concise in the staged 
production sounds like musical 
shorthand in the living room. The 
opera house, cruise park, New 
York apartment, and Castro Street 
scenes blend with bewildering 
breathlessness. 

At the emblematic level, one of 
the production’s most important 
images was its depiction of two 


gay men in bed, a significant first 
in the conservative world of 
opera. The scene, of Harvey and 
his lover Scott Smith in the after- 
math of the openly gay candi¬ 
date’s first defeat at the polls, 
opens the second CD, and it’s 
from this point on that the 
recording begins to amass some 
dramatic weight. Raymond Very’s 
soulful rendition of Dan White’s 
“there goes the neighborhood” 
lament, and Robert Orth’s 
wrenching account of Harvey’s 
final soliloquy retain much of the 
force they had on stage. But with 
the frenzy of the Board of Supes 
meeting that begins Act III, a 
highlight of the stage production, 
the aural picture starts to break up 
again, and the opera’s climax, the 
assassination and its aftermath, is 
weakened in the process. 

Putting it under the digital mi¬ 
croscope reveals the shortcomings 
in Wallace’s score. It’s an opera, al¬ 
right, but its debt to American 
musical theater becomes clearer 
than before, and as such it comes 
up short, particularly in the scat¬ 
tershot ensembles. And despite 
the splendid work of the Opera 
Chorus, the thinness of the choral 
writing becomes evident, particu¬ 
larly by comparison with compa¬ 
rable efforts by, say, John Adams 
in The Death of Klinghoffer. 

A theme that runs throughout 
the opera is the importance — and 
power — of remembrance, and in 
the theater Harvey Milk remem¬ 
bered well. By comparison, the 
Harvey Milk CDs seem little more 
than souvenirs for those opera- 
goers who got Milk onstage. ▼

he student and the teacher 
will be going to the Play- 
Ground together. Garret Jon 
Groenveld, who has been teaching 
a creative writing class at Shanti 
for several years, and Ed Brown- 
son, who has been taking the class 
almost from its beginning, have 
both had works chosen for the 
emerging playwrights festival 
known as PlayGround. The recog¬ 
nition means very different things 
to these two men. 

For Brownson, the 46-year-old 
student, it’s a sign that the second 
chance the new HIV drugs have 
given him will let him fulfill a 
dream deferred. “Now I know 
what I want to do with the time I 
have left, now that the end is not 
so imminent,” he said. 

For Groenveld, the 31-year-old 
volunteer teacher, there is a dou¬ 
ble pleasure in the PlayGround se¬ 
lections. As an aspiring writer who 
recently received a master’s in 
playwriting at San Francisco State, 
his award is welcome affirmation. 
And as someone with plans to 
teach professionally, having a stu¬ 
dent selected was “confirmation 
that I was doing something right.” 

Brownson’s short play The Au¬ 
dience, about an encounter with 
God in a coffeehouse, and Groen- 
veld’s verse monologue The Voyage 
of St. Brandaen, Year One, based on 
a 13th-century Dutch poem, will 
be two of the seven pieces present¬ 
ed each evening during the run of 
the second annual Emerging Play¬ 
wrights Festival. The seven devel¬ 
oping writers get to see their works 
in full stagings presented by pro¬ 
fessional actors and directors. They 
were selected from more than 100 
submissions to the PlayGround 
Monday Night PlayLab, now in its 
fourth year. 

Shanti’s writing class, designed 
as a creative outlet for people deal¬ 
ing with HIV and AIDS, also began 
four years ago. “Some may take the 
class to work through therapy issues 
cheap,” Groenveld said, “others to 
understand something about them¬ 
selves. As AIDS is taking things 
away, at least you can feel you’re 
gaining something in all this.” 

That’s certainly been the case 
with Brownson. “AIDS has been a 
major component of my life for 
most of my adult life,” he said. “I 
figure I’ve been positive since 
1981,1 lost my first friend in 1985, 
and buried my first lover in 1987. 
With the class, I’m able to get out

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of the goddamn illness for awhile.” 

He recognizes now that one of 
the first poems he wrote for the 
class was an allegory about AIDS, 
though it’s not a topic he has been 
willing to confront consciously in 
his writings. “But as my health has 
improved dramatically, it is easier 
to look back on it,” Brownson 
said. “My first big play will be 
about AIDS, but it will be a drag 
to write because of that.” 

Coffeehouse deity 

In The Audience, Brownson’s 
one-act play, a young man tries to 
convince his cynical friend Rudy 
that a woman quietly reading the 
newspaper in a coffeehouse is ac¬ 
tually God. Even though Rudy re¬ 
fuses to believe, he becomes 
crazed when she won’t pay him 
any attention. 

When Groenveld suggested 
that AIDS may be an unspoken 
component of his student’s piece, 
Brownson objected. “I knew a lot 
of Rudys when I was working [as 
a computer consultant] for just 
about every corporation in this 
city.” What the play is actually 
about is up to the audience, 
Brownson said. “I want them to 
imagine what it would be like to 
be in that situation. It’s the ambi¬ 
guity that intrigues me.” 

Religion is also a factor in 
Groenveld’s offering. Based on the 
legend of a mythical saint, The 
Voyage of St. Brandaen, Year One 
focuses on a young monk who, 
doubting his faith, encounters an 
angel sent by God. In a search for 
truth, he sets out on a nine-year 
solo journey that Groenveld will 
explore in subsequent chapters. 

“I think the idea of truth is so 
nebulous,” he said. “I pretty much 
gave up religion when I came out, 


and for me, this is a great explo¬ 
ration of faith and religion.” 

New members of any skill level 
are still welcome in Groenveld’s 
class. “It’s a cross between a writ¬ 
ing class and a support group,” he 
said, “but the goal is to focus more 
on the writing than the illness.” 

“When I started,” Brownson 
said, “my health wasn’t good, and 
the class was a non-threatening en¬ 
vironment. Garret’s gentle encour¬ 
agement even when the writing 
was smelly gave me the courage to 
go on. It’s been my dream to be a 
writer since I was 13, but I never 
focused on it. I never thought I’d 
get a second chance.” ▼

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The Page Turner by David Leavitt; Houghton Mifflin, $24 

I n his best works of fiction, particularly his well-crafted collec¬ 
tions of short stories such as Family Dancing and A Place I’ve 
Never Been, and the recently published novellas comprising 
Arkansas, author David Leavitt vividly reveals the inner and outer 
complexities of his contemporarycharacters. Plotting and original¬ 
ity have never been Leavitts strengths (this is the writer that the 
British poet Stephen Spender sued for plagiarism over Leavitt’s last 
novel While England Sleeps), but the absence of his usual deftly drawn 
characters in his newest novel, The Page Turner, only heightens the 
implausibilities of this frequently strained story of a young musician. 

Paul Porterfield, an eighteen-year-old pianist, meets his idol 
Richard Kennington, a former piano prodigy now nearing forty, 
when he is selected to be the page turner at one of Kennington’s 
concerts near Paul’s home in San Francisco. Paul’s nervous metic¬ 
ulousness and “musk of animal discomfort” unnerve Kennington 
during the concert because the pianist finds the young man to be 
an “echo of himself years earlier.” 

Nothing connects between the two musicians after the concert 
except a shared passion for music and the details of Kennington’s 
career, but a few months later when Paul, now graduated from high 
school, goes to Rome with his mother, Pamela, his path again cross¬ 
es Kennington’s, who has just completed a European concert tour. 
This time, romantic sparks fly between Kennington and the young 
Porterfield, and they become involved in an affair conducted 
through a series of sly evasions from Paul’s mother. Pamela, recently 
separated from her husband because of his affair with another 
woman, only sees Kennington for his wit and charm as he guides 
the three of them through the best of Rome’s cafes and restaurants. 
Soon enough, of course, Pamela develops her own affections for 
Kennington, unaware of the level of her son’s involvement with the 
musician, or of the fact that to Kennington she was "merely an ob¬ 
stacle, a source of trouble he needed to flatter in order to ensure 
that he and Paul could continue sleeping together.” 

No free spirit 

Kennington, however, is not the free spirit he pretends to be to 
Paul or Pamela, and just as Leavitt leads the three of them into a 
messy though interesting triangle, Kennington flees to New York 
City to be with his lover and manager of twenty-five years, Joseph 
Mansourian. More complications ensue when Paul goes to Man¬ 
hattan in the fail to study at Juilliard. He meets Mansourian with 
the hope of becoming represented as a concert performer, unaware 
of the underlying truth of the manager’s relationship with Ken¬ 
nington. Through a series of miscommunications via a porno¬ 
graphic magazine discovered beneath a bed and a stolen auto¬ 
graphed photo, Paul’s mother is soon racing to Manhattan, fearful 
of Kennington’s further influence over her son. 

Beyond this contrived plot and Leavitt’s working knowledge and 
appreciation of Rome, there is not much more to The Page Turner, 
layers and subtexts don’t exist within this thinly written novel. In 
spite of its shortcomings, however, The Page Turner may well be¬ 
come Leavitt’s most popular work to date, because of its height¬ 
ened romanticism and its potential positioning into the young 
adult fiction market. But the biggest disappointment of Leavitt’s 
newest work is the author’s avoidance of tackling more profound 
issues of contemporary life in his fiction, and his unwillingness to 
push his narrative fiction into a bolder direction. ▼ 


avid Leavitt, arguably 
America’s best-known 
openly gay author after 
Gore Vidal and Edmund White, 
has two new books out. The Page 
Turner (Houghton Mifflin; $24) is 
a new novel about Paul Porter¬ 
field, a young virgin who turns 
the pages for Richard Kennington, 
a famous pianist, during a con¬ 
cert. He falls in love with his idol 
and eventually gets plowed by the 
same in Italy. The seduction be¬ 
gins with a massage. 

“Kennington slapped lightly at 
the back of Paul’s head. ‘I thought 
we’d agreed not to talk about 
music tonight.’ 

“‘I forgot.’ 

“‘Why don’t you shut up and 
just breathe? You’re never going to 
play Chopin until you learn to 
relax.’ 

“‘Okay.’ 

“‘Good,’ Kennington said. 
‘That’s better.’ He touched the 
backs of Paul’s calves very lightly, 
so that goose bumps rose.” 

The second Leavitt offering is 
an anthology he pulled together 
with his lover, Mark Mitchell. 
Pages Passed From Hand to Hand: 
The Hidden Tradition of Homosex¬ 
ual Literature from 1748 to 1914 
(Houghton Mifflin; $30) is an at- 
times fascinating collection of 
writings about same-sex love by 
authors who risked all if their true 
intentions had been discovered at 
the time. In Herman Melville’s “I 
and My Chimney,”, there is ac¬ 
cording to Leavitt the first-ever 
mention of “the closet.” In John 
Francis Bloxam’s “The Priest and 
the Acolyte,” a priest falls for and 
has an affair with a young lad. 
Don’t expect a happy ending for 
that tale, but there are some in the 
other spotlighted works by Henry 
James, Horace Annesley Vachell,

Willa Cather, John Cleland, and 
Walter Pater. 

When in Rome ... 

But with two major tomes hit¬ 
ting the bookstore shelves, where’s 
Leavitt? Why did he cancel his 
book tour at the last moment? 

The one-time boy wonder is in 
Rome getting ready to transfer all 
his belongings to the country. 
“We’re supposed to be moving to¬ 
morrow,” the 38-year-old auteur 
of The Lost Language of the Cranes 
and While England Sleeps notes. 
“The house was built in the late 
fifties. The only person who ever 
lived there was a farmer, a Signore 
Pelligrini. No one very interest¬ 
ing.” 

So why all this expatriation? 
Before Italy, Leavitt had spent 
years in Spain. “I love living in

t was a prescient moment when 
T.S. Eliot wrote that April is the 
crudest month. There is some¬ 
thing truly depressing about a 
month in which Michael Jackson 
clones another baby (Paris); 
George Michael gets pinched per¬ 
forming his new solo act; Xena, 
Lesbian Princess gets married 
(well, Lucy Lawless did); and we 
must pay taxes to a government 
that doesn’t recognize queers exist. 
Ah April, that limbo time between 
the start of the midseason shows, 
reruns of the Nielsen tops, and the 
drama of the May sweeps extrava¬ 
ganza, is enough to send even 
small-screen diehards into the 
arms of Nick at Night. For those 
who don’t have cable, as Judy 
Tenuta says: “Suffer!” 

Yes, Lent and Ramadan are of¬ 
ficially over, yet there is still 
penance galore to be found on the 
tube. The new shows are a dedi¬ 
cated flagellant’s dream material, 
each more painful than the last, 
but some reruns bear revisiting. If 
one is truly bored, one can always 
count the days till that final 
yadda-yadda-yadda gets de¬ 
claimed on Seinfeld May 14. 

Speaking of comedy that isn’t 
funny, I was watching my favorite 
not-quite-out-of-the-closet (per¬ 
haps the door simply isn’t wide 
enough?) queen Louie Anderson 
a few nights ago hosting Comedy 
Showcase on NBC. I love Louie, 
who is smart, hilarious, and one 
of the few male comedians with 
really good politics'. He doesn’t 
choose the line-up of comics on 
the show, however, and I am rea¬ 
sonably certain that he would 
have axed some of the material on 
this outing. 

Call me politically correct, but 
some things are beyond the realm 
of humor. Don’t tell me Holocaust 
or racial jokes. I was totally ap¬ 
palled w'hen Bill Maher joked 
about the massacre of girls in 
Jonesboro, Arkansas last month. 
And I guess too many of my friends 
have died for me to find HIV/AIDS 
something to guffaw over. Thus I 
found myself hissing at the box 
when several featured comedians 
incorporated AIDS jokes into their 
routines. Somehow I think Ray 
James and J.R. Kavlin-would find it 
less amusing were it their names 
embroidered on a quilt panel in¬ 
stead of a comedy marquee. 

HIV also made a rather dis¬ 
turbing appearance on the ultra- 
hyped midseason debut of Push 
last week on ABC. A night of reck¬ 
less passion leads weeping girl to 
confront boy. She tells him she is 
leaving school and “so sorry.” Boy 
asks if she is pregnant. Girl holds 
head in hands and sobs that she is 
HIV-positive. Boy looks trauma¬ 
tized. End of scene. No further de¬ 
velopment necessary. As Cordelia 
would say on Buffy. “Eeew!” 

Push has been targeted at the 
Melrose Place crowd ( Melrose 
skipped April and May and went 
right to season finale last week en 
route to Heather Locklear’s baby 
shower). Push is a vehicle by the 
Melrose team about a slew of 
buffed college athletes going for 
Olympic gold. It has lots of T & A, 
great visuals, stunning editing, 
bad acting, too many women with 
dyed hair, and the usual fantasy- 
based plotting essential to any 
show by Aaron Spelling and/or on 
Fox. (Note to the writers: female 
Olympic gymnasts do not have 
breast implants — or even breasts 


— nor are they usually old 
enough to go out after dark, let 
alone bed the coach by choice.) 
Teasers for subsequent episodes 
allude to a possible gay story line 
(well, buff boys, spandex, sweat, 
locker rooms - just ask George 
Michael). So stay tuned. 

All year round 

Unlike prime time, daytime 
never reruns (unless one counts 
characters returning from the dead) 
and the plots move along all year 
(with varying degrees of believabil- 
ity). One of the most compelling re¬ 
cent story lines on the soap One Life 
to Live ended with a Wagnerian 
conflagration (replete with an ex¬ 
ceptional scoring of Brahms’ Re¬ 
quiem) in which all the Cramer 
women — Dorian, Blair, Cassie and 
Kelly — had their secrets revealed. 

Unfortunately, one of those 
was that abusive and obsessive 
governess Charlotte Stonecliffe 
had been hiding - and protecting 

- the presumed-dead matriarch of 


Clan Cramer, Sonya. Some of us 
could tell where this tale was head¬ 
ed, but were still sorry to see the 
best-written and best-acted day¬ 
time soap lower itself to that tired 
basic instinct. Dorian tells Miss 
Stonecliffe, “You and my mother 
[Sonya] were the real couple in 
this house,” decoding the encoded. 
When Sonya is killed for real, ' 
rather than desert the woman she 
had adored and protected all her 
life, Miss Stonecliffe locks the door 
to their room and in a Mrs. Dan¬ 
vers moment sets the place ablaze, 
cradling her beloved’s body 
amidst their funeral pyre. 

This ending to an otherwise 
highly satisfying story line man¬ 
aged to combine lesbian murder 
(Sonya had killed Mr. Cramer and 
attempted the murders of two of 
her daughters as well as her 
granddaughter, Cassie) with the 
classic end granted lesbians on 
film: suicide. As the French say, 
the more things change, the more 
they remain the same. ▼

her own natural tastefulness colors 
the narrative of her book just as it 
has curbed her creativity on stage. 
Remember her angst-free Ade¬ 
laide, as placid as Lorna herself. 

Even so, Lorna’s book is chock- 
full of sensation with a capital S 
and three exclamation points — 
the kind of sensation that needs 
the old-fashioned and currently 
proscribed excesses of gay jour¬ 
nalism to make its point: Sensa¬ 
tional!!! Me and My Shadows tells 
sad and horrific tales of life with 
Judy, with an adolescent Lorna 
forced to play nursemaid, play¬ 
mate, co-dependent, and chief 
warden of the loony bin to her 
tragically drug-riddled mother. 
And it spills the beans on Liza to 
the extent that they can’t be put 
back in the bottle: tales of the “in¬ 
tervention” masterminded by 
Lorna which got Liza to the Betty 
Ford Clinic. The book follows the 
sisters during the 1970s, scram¬ 
bling for cocaine while carousing 
at Studio 54 and similar louche 


watering holes in Europe. 

Ancient myths 

However, Lorna doesn’t think 
she’s out to shock, and is protec¬ 
tive of her family throughout, jus¬ 
tifying behavior whenever possi¬ 
ble, and correcting ancient myths 
and misinformation about her 
loved ones. “There’s been so many 
books written about my family,” 
she explained when we talked by 
telephone last week, “but none of 
those authors were there. None of 
them knew what it was like. And 
this is my story. I wanted to tell 
what happened to me. Another 
reason I wrote the book is that 
there are a lot of people out there 
living with someone in their fam¬ 
ily who has an addiction problem, 
and I wanted to tell them it’s okay 
to take care of yourself.” 

But why, then, is Lorna so in¬ 
discreet about family matters, 
while elsewhere withholding her 
punches? Her treatment of the 
book’s various personages is de¬ 
cidedly unequal. The answer may 
lie in the traditions of Al-Anon, 
the substance abuse program 
which Lorna has attended for 13 


thought of that.” 

“I understand your hesitancy 
to label anybody,” I said, “but 
being called gay does not demean 
a person.” 

“Yes,” Lorna agreed, “but if 
they want to label themselves, if 
they want to come out...” 

“Did he ask you not to say he 
was gay?” 

“I never even talked to him,” 
said Lorna. And so the mystery of 
Barry Manilow remains unre¬ 
solved. 

It seems that while Judy, Liza, 
and Lorna lived and worked in 
environments teeming with ho¬ 
mosexuals, and were comfortable 
with them as people, they re¬ 
mained oblivious to actual facts of 
sexuality. This may explain why 
all of them pursued, and even 
married gay men; they were mere¬ 
ly unaware that such intimate 
friends were not suitable as lovers. 

Sisters’ rift 

Finally, what of the rumored 
rift between the sisters? It’s a fact 
Lorna acknowledges, but wouldn’t 
you be miffed if your sister wrote 
about you, as Lorna does about 
Liza on the book’s second-to-last 
page, “Her personal disaster with 
Victor/Victoria and a string of can¬ 
celed concerts have an eerily fa¬ 
miliar ring. She is not yet willing 
to take responsibility for her life... 
[and] has made a decision I can¬ 
not support, so I have chosen to 
live my life without her.” 

Well, bite me. Not merely holi¬ 
er-than-thou, this stance is at least 
uncharitable to the woman who fi¬ 
nanced Lorna’s early career. It’s 
also priggish — : so cool, so calm, so 
off-with-her-head. Why, in the face 
of Liza’s rather tasteful silence on 
family matters, is Lorna peddling 
this book’s confection of sensation, 
survival and obvious one-upman¬ 
ship? She’ll tell you about the envy 
she suffered, the middle-sister tra¬ 
vail, the identity she fought for. But 
she’s sold the film rights to her 
book; there will be a television 
miniseries next year. With offers to 
perform scarce, the substantial 
dough she’s making as author and 
producer is important. 

“Do you have a preference for 
acting or singing?” I asked as a last 
question, and she leveled with me. 

“Honey,” she said, “I have a 
preference for working.” ▼

years. Like born-again Christians, 
many 12-steppers feel compelled 
to testify. However, the program’s 
traditions also forbid the teller 
from naming others, and it’s hard 
to do a tell-all book when you 
can’t violate someone’s anonymi¬ 
ty. This rule puts Lorna in a tizzy. 
Who and what can she allow her¬ 
self to label? 


A tip-off to her problem with 
labels comes early in the book, 
when she calls the drag queens and 
female impersonators who “do” 
her mother “cross-dressers” — and 
won’t they just be cross when they 
read that label? When I inquired 
how much of the tour, including 
an upcoming appearance at A Dif¬ 
ferent Light Bookstore, was aimed 
at a gay readership, Lorna lost the 
question altogether as she stum¬ 
bled through her reply. 

“I don’t think it’s aimed at it... 
it’s aimed at bookstores,” Lorna 
bumbled. “I have to tell you, I have 
a great problem with labels. You 
know, people are people, and so 
bookstores are bookstores. It does¬ 
n’t matter that a bookstore is a gay 
bookstore, a straight bookstore. As 
long as I sell books, I don’t care.” 

A more delicious example of 
Lorna’s inability to name came 
with possibly the book’s most sur¬ 
prising revelation — that she at¬ 
tempted an affair with Barry 
Manilow. 

“I have always assumed he was 
gay,” I said. 

“I never assumed anything,” 
she declared defensively. “And I 
wouldn’t identify anyone as gay or 
straight, I just don’t do that. I 
would never say anything about 
anybody’s personal life that I 
don’t know for a fact.” 

I wondered how close a friend 
could she have been, if she didn’t 
know such a basic fact. 

“Well, that’s not my business. 
My business is that he’s my 
friend.” 

“It may be your business,” I 
prodded, “in explaining why your 
crush on him led to friendship in¬ 
stead of romance.” 

“You know,” Lorna replied 
disingenuously, “I never even

to dust off the Victorian melodra¬ 
ma while still maintaining pace 
and interest. A quartet of mostly 
fine soloists and Vance George’s 
spectacular SFS Chorus joined 
with the sensibly-seated orchestra 
(divided strings, cellos on the left) 
to make an overwhelming effect. 

The central role of Elijah was 
particularly well-sung by bass- 
baritone John Relyea. His impres¬ 
sive good looks and impassioned 
delivery matched the tempera¬ 


ment of the angriest prophet. 
Tenor Jerry Hadley is a local and 
national favorite for good reason; 
his stage presence and operatic 
range are always impressive. 
While he often sounded close to 
strain, he nevertheless fulfilled his 
parts with gratifying pitch. 

The soprano Christine Brewer 
was less perfect but appealing, and 
mezzo Marietta Simpson dis¬ 
played a lovely tone. Special men¬ 
tion must be given boy soprano 
Brandon Eugene Campanile and 
cellist Margaret Tait for their brief 
but exquisite contributions.

Italy, and I love living in Europe,” 
he insists. “I’m very glad to have 
London and Paris as easily acces¬ 
sible as they are. When I’m in the 
States, I usually go to my dad’s in 
Los Angeles, or we go to Mark’s 
parents in Florida. But the life that 
I’ve given up really is the New 
York one. I do not mind not being 
in New York. There’s no place in 
the world that makes me so ner¬ 
vous. In New York, especially as a 
writer, you’re so in the thick of a 
kind of literary cesspool. There’s 
so much gossip and so much 
movimento, as the Italians say. For 
me, it creates an atmosphere that’s 
just very difficult to write in.” 

Movimento? 

“It means ‘movement,’” Leavitt 
explains, “but it has a slightly dif¬ 
ferent sense. It suggests everybody 
running back and forth in differ¬ 
ent directions. A little bit of 
chaos.” 

Leavitt is also escaping the 
petty jealousies and dislike of his 
work that many gay writers voice 
at gatherings thrown by such or¬ 
ganizations as The Publishers Tri¬ 
angle. 

“Well, there’s really nothing I 
can do about it,” he admits. “I 
mean, I guess the thing is I live so 
far from the literary world now, 
and I keep so much of a distance 
from it by and large, that it does¬ 
n’t affect my personal life in the 
way that it would if I were living 
in New York. See, if someone 
hates me and I’m there, I’m sort 
of constantly having to avoid that 
person. Then it’s a problem. But if 
I’m here, when somebody hates 
me and I don’t know who that 
person is, it’s much less of a prob¬ 
lem. See what I mean.” 

Anyone specific, like Larry 


Kramer? 

“Larry and I basically get along 
well, though he kind of periodical¬ 
ly turns on me. We had a little fra¬ 
cas when he didn’t like something 
I read at this AIDS and Literature 
seminar in Key West. He thought I 
was writing too much about sex, 
but then Felice Picano says I don’t 
write enough about sex. I sort of 
have given up listening to them. 
Living abroad has made it easier to 
just write without really being af¬ 
fected by other people’s opinions 
or jealousies or dislikes or fond¬ 
nesses or whatever.” 

Leavitt backlash 

Some of the Leavitt backlash 
might stem not merely from a dis¬ 
like for his prose, but from the fact 
that every straight national book 
critic will review the latest Leavitt 
opus. He has a crossover reader- 
ship and respect, one that isn’t 
there for other authors, such as 
Patricia Nell Warren. 

“For her books, there probably 
isn’t,” Leavitt laughs. “I remember 
talking about this with Ed White, 
and he was telling me that when 
A Boy’s Own Story was released in 
America, it was reviewed as a gay 
novel; whereas in England, it was 
reviewed as a novel about adoles¬ 
cence. That really hit home for 
me, because it emphasized to me 
the fact that this whole category of 
gay fiction is pretty much an 
American phenomenon. 

“Living in Europe, I’m more 
and more aware of that than ever 
before. For example in France, it’s 
a big issue of debate whether there 
is such a thing as gay literature. 
Most writers, including most gay 
writers, furiously contend that 
such a thing does not exist. 
They’re offended by the idea that 
they will be categorized in that 
way... I feel that in the States, I’m 
in both categories.” T 


SPRING BREAK SUNDAYS 

Staring “Ruben”Bartender - Direct From Napa 
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Mild impression 

The prior week was not as suc¬ 
cessful. Stanislaw Skrowaczewski 
has been guesting with the San 
Francisco Symphony since 1961, 
and his visits have never been less 
than adequate. To say that he has 
made a strong impact, however, 
would be an exaggeration. 

His most recent concerts 
paired him with violinist Pinchas 
Zukerman. The two might have 
created a big evening with an in¬ 
teresting concert bill. Unfortu¬ 
nately, Zukerman was not at the 
top of his form, and the program 
never fully ignited. 

Edward Elgar’s Violin Concer¬ 
to in B minor, Opus 61 is a noble 
work, and the composer admitted 
his soul was in it. A good perfor¬ 
mance requires a soloist equipped 


with technique and temperament; 
a sage but passionate nature. Any¬ 
one who has encountered Nigel 
Kennedy’s recent recording of the 
piece will know what I mean. 

Like Kennedy, Pinchas Zuker¬ 
man has recorded the concerto 
twice, showing not only his iden¬ 
tification with the composer’s 
magnificent outpouring, but also 
his commitment. It was surpris¬ 
ing, therefore, to find him sound¬ 
ing rather tentative and not as 
sweetly tuned as we have come to 
expect. 

Everyone has an off night, and 
a lot of the general haziness could 
be blamed on Skrowaczewski’s 
pedestrian support. The concert 
began promisingly with a careful¬ 
ly sculpted Prelude and Liebestod 
from Wagner’s Tristan und Isolde. 


The sonorous yearnings and heavy 
breathing of the legendary lovers 
did not cast the usually ecstatic 
spell, however, and that set the 
tone for the rest of the program. 

The Symphony No. 1 in F 
minor, Opus 10 by Dmitri 
Shostakovich offered the guesting 
leader a chance to show off a lit¬ 
tle, as the score is a young man’s 
genius attempt to shock and de¬ 
light his elders. There are wonder¬ 
ful signals of future greatness on 
every page, but it was written by a 
teenager and can be annoying and 
vulgar, even as it amazes. 

Skrowaczewski was suitably 
prepared, and the orchestra 
played with panache, but the sym¬ 
phony was ragged at times, not a 
satisfying close to a disappointing 
night. T

Screwball this

l P he blasphemous press notes 
for this film call it a “screw¬ 
ball comedy with a modern 
twist,” even going so far as to 
compare its leading lovebirds, 
Bob (Alexis Arquette) and Bren¬ 
dan (Christian Maelen), to 
Katharine Hepburn and Cary 
Grant, with a “Bellamyesque” 
(Ralph Bellamy, that is) soap 
opera star thrown in as the third 
member of the triangle. Publicity 
flaks are, of course, paid for their 
flights of fancy, but comparing 
this mostly lame film to Bringing 
Up Baby or Philadelphia Story 
and writer-director Brian Sloan 
to Howard Hawks or George 
Cukor surely approaches libel. 

The film opens with a look at 
the lives of an ensemble of Real 
World wannabes, six students at 
George Washington University 
living in an apartment off cam¬ 
pus. There’s Bob, who’s secretly in 
love with Brendan, who’s being 
chased by Sarah, whose best 
friend is Beth. Boyfriend and girl¬ 
friend Matt and Carol complete 
this promising picture of a loving 
group of pals engaging in the ac¬ 
tivities that occupy most college 
students’ time: gossiping, getting 
drunk and stoned, fucking each 
other or trying to, and having se¬ 
cret homosexual crushes. The lat¬ 
ter proves to be a pivotal event for 
poor, pouty Bob: in one of the 
few scenes in the film that rings 
true, Bob and Brendan are 
wrestling, and Bob finds himself 
pinned under a suddenly nervous 
Brendan. The completion of 
what’s hinted at here occurs dur¬ 
ing a drunken Valentine’s Day 
party when, during an impromp¬ 
tu fight, Bob makes a pass at 
Brendan in front of the others. 


Brendan reacts by punching Bob 
in the jaw, apparently ending the 
friendship. 

Three years pass, and Bob now 
appears to be a typical, modern, 
well-adjusted homosexual. He’s a 
soap opera writer living with the 
star of the show, Sterling Scott 
(Tuc Watkins). When Bob’s 
friends Matt and Carol decide to 
get married, Sterling decides he 
and Bob should, too. Bob’s resis¬ 
tance to this idea coincides with 
the re-entry of Brendan onto the 
scene. During the wedding party, 
the two of them have a discreet 
make-out scene in the bathroom. 
Brendan, now a teacher in Boston, 
is now officially gay and ready to 
help Bob live out his fantasies, 
though Bob has his doubts. 

There are certainly comic pos¬ 
sibilities in this material, but di¬ 
rector Sloan simply isn’t up to the 
task. His idea of humor is to have 
a character show shock by falling 
backwards, which is more Three 


Stooges than Theodora Goes Wild. 
The dazzling dialogue one expects 
from screwball comedy never ma¬ 
terializes, and the actors, with one 
exception, aren’t skilled enough to 
create characters that weren’t 
credibly written. I Think I Do at¬ 
tempts a few half-hearted satirical 
swipes at subjects like weddings, 
politics, and soap' operas, but 
there’s little conviction here. 

There is one compensating el¬ 
ement that makes this dreary film 
watchable (barely), and that’s the 
performance of Christian Maelen 
as Brendan. Besides being easy on 
the eyes, Maelen’s obviously an 
intelligent actor worthy of much 
better projects. While Alexis Ar¬ 
quette (who looks like one of the 
Hapsburgs these days) spends 
most of his time looking befud¬ 
dled and letting his oft-remarked 
vast lower lip do his acting, Mae¬ 
len casually breathes life into a 
character consumed by his need 
for another man. T

yeah, that’s right, celebrating our 
lifestyle. 

Now, the rhetoric has begun 
again. Why should we spend our 
hard-earned money to attend a 
weekend where expensive din¬ 
ners, banquets and dances shut 
out the average person - leather 
and otherwise?

O ut of the gay music scene here in 
San Francisco come two new al¬ 
bums by Veronica Klaus and 
Jesus Guillen, both of whom have been 
singing at various venues around 
town. Jesus Guillen’s self-entitled 
album, Jesus, offers a pleasant eclectic 
sound that one could describe as gay 
world music. Jesus, who just per¬ 
formed at the 
Latino/a AIDS 
Theater Festi¬ 
val, sings in 
Spanish al¬ 
though the 
sound of the 
album is more 
along the lines 
of folk music. 

The guitar is 
the promi¬ 
nent instru¬ 
ment on the 
album, with 
melodies that 
are beautiful in their simplicity and 
which bring the voice of the artist to 
the. fore of the music. And it’s the 
singer’s voice that makes this album a 
success. With a gentle and assured 
voice, Jesus whispers his way through 
all 14 songs on the album, the majori¬ 
ty of which are love ballads. There is a 
very romantic feel to the album, al¬ 
though the excessive background cho¬ 
ruses in some of the more tranquil 
songs aren’t quite background enough. 

For those of us who were fortunate 
enough to be at Veronica Klaus’ CD re¬ 
lease party last Thursday, it is obvious 
why no CD collection can be complete 
without her 
new album All 
I Want. Grant¬ 
ed, the con¬ 
sensus seems 
to be that 
Veronica is at 
her best when 
she is belting 
out her jazzier 
songs that 
have a little 
more of that 
Klaus edge to 
them, but she 
also holds her 
own through several romantic torch 
songs. Veronica’s music provides every¬ 
thing but the bearskin rug in front of 
the fireplace, and I found this to be 
put-me-in-the-mood music. Although 
Veronica is best when heard (and seen) 
live, where her personality and stage 
presence shine, she has captured a little 
piece of herself on CD for her fans, old 
and new alike. 

If you’re one of those people who 
never seems to make it out to the live 
music scene, but you’ve been wonder¬ 
ing what’s been going on, these two 
CDs should bring you up to snuff and 
perhaps even inspire you to go and 
check out some of the wealth of talent 
in our local music scene. And with 
local groups (for some reason Blue Pe¬ 
riod comes to mind) finally getting 
their due, in both CDs and perfor- ^ 
mance venues, now is definitely a good 
time to catch some of these rising stars 
while they’re still in our little corner of 
the universe. T

bookstores. 

The book, about a homosexu¬ 
al affair between Mishima and au¬ 
thor Jiro Fukushima, quoted 
parts of 15 previously unpub¬ 
lished love letters from Mishima 
to Fukushima. Mishima’s daugh¬ 
ter, Noriko Tomita, and his son, 
lichiro Hiraoka, claimed the use 
of the letters violated the copy¬ 
right on his work. Previously, 
those caring kids had been suc¬ 
cessful in preventing Japanese dis¬ 
tribution of Paul Schrader’s so-so 
film Mishima. 

“It’s a shame that an important 
key to understanding Mishima’s 
work will be hidden from the 
public,” said Hideki Amemiya, 
Bungei Shunju spokesman. If his 
heirs keep up their closed-door 
policy, some day there may be no 
reputation left to protect.

Jamie is a chef at a Bay Area 
restaurant run by a man who 
thinks women do not belong in 
any kitchen, especially his. When 
Jamie’s Aunt Emily leaves her 
enough money to open her own 
place, her immediate plan is to 
buy the country inn where she 
grew up. Unfortunately, the cur¬ 
rent owner let the place decay, so 
much work needs to be done be¬ 
fore the inn can become a going 
concern.
